WORKING OUT STANDARD FOR 
CHINA WOOD OIL. 


Tn our news columns of this issue will 
be found the latest developments on 
the involved issue of the quality stand- 
ard of China wood oil, and while these 
publications cover many of the points 
which have become the recognized ear- 
marks of the real question at stake; the 
average reader who has kept apace 
with the subject during the last few 
weeks may find himself in reasonable 
doubt as to whether the situation has 
been clarified to a practical extent by 
the recent proceedings, In our pre- 
vious issue mention was made of an 
arbitration in which the certificates of 
analysis by experts for the buyer to 
the effect that the oil in question was 
impure were negatived by tests con- 
ducted along practical lines by the ar-

The physical proper- 
ties of China wood oil are coming into 
more favorable recognition, as a testing 
basis, and it is probable that the heat- 
ing and drying qualities of the oil will 
be urged as the most practicable means 
of satisfying the great proportion of 
the consuming trade.

GOVERNMENT WITHDRAWS 
OFFER OF SALE OF QUES- 
TIONABLE INSECT 
POWDER. 


But for the timely and _ effective 
action of a local house the government 
might have been placed in an em- 
barrassing position of legal and ethical 
equivocation by the disposal of about 
13,000 pounds of insect powder, repre- 
senting a surplus lot from a quantity 
contracted for several years ago, for 
use on the Panama Canal and return- 
ed to this market, which was declared 
constitute a violation of the In- 
law, under which practices 
of notorious adulteration have been cor- 
rected. The lot for which bids were 
solicited by the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission at the local purchasing offices 
was manufactured before the enforce- 
ment of the act defining stems of the 
pyrethrum plant as an adulterant under 
the designation of ‘“‘insect powder,”’ un- 
qualified and restricting the use of 
stems unless their presence in the 
product were plainly indicated on the 
label of the package. The law has been 


to 


secticide 


effective in this particular since Janu- 


ary 1, 1911, and officials of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have been zealous 
in its enforcement. The local trade has 
faithfully observed the requirements of 
the act, the packages bearing labels to 
denote the character of the contents, 
whether made exclusively from flowers 
or containing stems. The use of the 
latter has been justified in some 
quarters as having some of the virtue 
of the flowers, and at the marked 
variation in prices between the two 
the incorporation of stems with flowers 
in the powder has ‘permitted the 
marketing of the product within what 
regarded practical limits, con- 
sidering the sharpness of competition, 
which has long characterized the ar- 
ticle and which does not seem to have 
Leen materially abated since the appli- 
enation of the new law. 

While the quantity involved in the 
coffer of the Canal Commission was not 
overshadowing, the receipt of the pro- 
posal at this period of seasonable buy- 
ing interest attracted immediate atten- 
tion, owing to the peculiar conditions 
as to the marketability of the goods in 
question. One house took the pains to 
precure samples from the two parcels, 
which were submitted to chemical ana- 
lyses, and the result was said to dis-

elose in the case of the sample from 
about 19,000 pounds a content of five 


and one-half per cent. of resin soluble 
in aleohol, whereas a powder made 
from the lowest grade of true open in- 
seet flowers was declared to contain 
eleven to twelve per cent. In addition 
it was stated that the powder offered 
for sale hy the government had appar- 


ently become very much deteriorated 
by age and exposure, with a musty 
odor entirely foreign to the article. 
With regard to a lot of about 10,000 
pounds tested, it was found to have a 
ten per cent, soluble resin presence, 
which, it was stated, might be suffi- 
cient to pass it, were it not for the 


question of deterioration, as evidenced 
by its foreign and musty odor, On the 
strength these 
were lodged with the Isthmiin Canal 
Commission and the Insecticide and 
Fungicide Board in Washingten against 
the sale of the material, particularly in 


of allegations, protests 


the case of the larger parcel showing 


the lower resin test. It was declared 


that no manufacturer or dealer in this 
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country would be permitted to sell the 
goods as pyrethrum powder, or its 
equivalent, insect powder, without 
stating the adulteration and deterior- 
ation on the label. 

It is gratifying to be advised that 
these protests have fulfilled their pur- 
pose, for the announcement is made at 
the office of the Isthmian Canal Com- 
roission that the goods against which 
the objection had been entered have 
been withdrawn on the recognition that 
they were unsalable and will either be 
returned to the scene for which they 
were originally intended or will be de- 





stroyed. Thus the government is re- 
lieved of what may have proved a 


complication to impair its record in the 
enforcement of the law against offend- 
ers in their commercial activities. Re- 
leasing a quantity of questionable in- 
sect powder through this authoritative 
channel would have been a harsh in- 
justice to the regular handlers of the 
article who would probably have been 
confronted with a competition that 
could not be honestly met and the 
effect on the market would have been 
demoralizing. 

While the Insecticide Act now in 
eftect has established the manufacture 
and sale of insect powder on a much 


higher standard than was formerly 
employed, the law is believed to be 


capable of further strengthening in the 
recognition of what proportion of 
stems with flowers can be countenanced 
and still constitute a good product. As 
the law now stands, the manufacturer 
is obliged to label his product in the 
predominating order of the ingredients. 
Thus, if he uses a greater proportion of 
flowers than he marks his 
package “Insect Powvder from Flowers 
and Stems.’ It has been suggested 
that in accordance with this practice 
the dealer combining ninety per cent. 
of flowers and ten per cent. of stems is 
in no more favorable position so far as 
his label is concerned than one making 
up his powder from fifty-one per cent. 
of flowers and forty-nine per cent. of 
stems. In a construction of the law 
by the Insecticide and Fungicide Board 
last August, it was declared that the 
term “insect powder,” when used with- 
out qualification, means an insecticide 
made from the powdered flower heads 
of defined of chrysanthemum, 
and while a certain value in the pow- 
dered stems was recognized, the dec- 
iaration of their use as inert ingredi- 
ents was at that time not considered a 
requirement of the.law, subject, how- 
ever, to further investigation as to the 
relative worth of stems in the powder. 
The question is still under the advise- 
ment of the board.

China Wood Oil Tests, 


Paint and Drug Reporter:— 
May 14, 1912. 

Referring to the article in your issue 
of the 13th of May under the heading of 
‘China Wood Oil Arbitration,’’ I inclosed 
two certificates of analysis which will in- 
terest you, as they both show that the 
120 barrels of oil in question were adul- 
terated, whereas the arbiters passed the 
oil as pure, and a few days later I had 
another pareel of wood oil arbited (as 
seller this time). My Produce Exchange 
certificate of analysis showed the oil to 
be absolutely pure, in spite of which the 
referee awarded the buyers an allowance 
of 1% cents per pound on the parcel. This 
only goes to show what a state of chaos 
the wood oil business is in at present, 
and 1 may add that it is a very unsafe 
one to be in from an importer’s stand- 
point.

With reference to the subject of the 
above communication, the Reporter stated 
that the arbitrators had applied their own 
tests in determining the quality of oil un- 
der dispute, which, we were informed, 
were based on practical rather than tech- 
nical methods, and which were found to 
be conclusive in determining the oil as 
pure. In order to make the tests as ren- 
resentative as possible under the condi- 
tions, twelve samples were taken, one 
{rom every ten barrels of the importa- 
tivn in question. We also submit the fol- 
iowing report of the chemist for the im- 
porter as of interest in comparison with 
those of the other experts:—

The government scored heavily by the 
introduction of letters exchanged between 
manufacturers and jobbers, in which it 
was stated that business was being de- 
moralized by the five and ten cent stores

B. Lindsay, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
secretary of the Wall Paper Manufac- 


turers’ Association, at Judge Day's order 
produced letters, papers and other records 
of the association. He denied that a re- 
port of a meeting held in Cleveland on 
Memorial Day, 1910, in which the alleged 
conspiracy to restrain trade is supposed 
to have originated, was read to the meet- 
ing of the Wall Paper Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation held in New York, July 16, 1919, 


and there indorsed by him, or acted 
upon. 

The minutes of the Memorial Day con- 
ference, made by ‘‘homas J. Roach, of 


Philadelphia, who had acted as secretary, 
went before the jury, showing the pres- 
ence of the eight defendants at the meet- 
ing, and that the purpose of this meeting 
was to discuss the five and ten cent 
stores. 

Letters of protest written to manufac- 
turers for permitting their goods to be 
sold by the five and ten cent stores were 


placed in evidence to show that a con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade existed.

President's Trade Policies Threat- 
ened by Probable Deadlock in 
Congress, 

RETENTION OF COMMERCE COURT AND 
WRUITION OF ADMINISTRATION 
PLANS FOR STATE DEPARTMENT'S 
COMMERCIAL ACTIVITIES INVOLVED 
IN PRESENT LEGISLATION. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 17, 1912. 


The policy adopted by the House of 
Kepresentatives in dealing with a number 


of the public institutions created by the 
Taft administration has been put in such 
form in the legislative, executive and 


judicial appropriation bill that it will se- 
ricusly disturb the Senate to get away 
from some of the propositions, at least, 
without being forced to agree with them. 
The incorporation of legislation in appro- 
priation bills renders it necessary for the 
bilis to be signed unless the entire scheme 
of appropriations carried therein shall. 
fail. In other words, no matter how 
much the President may desire to prevent 
certain legislation carried in appropriation 
bills from becoming a law, it is necessary 
ior him to consent, or by vetoing an en- 
tire appropriation bill, perhaps force an 
extra session of Congress. 

The Democratic majority in the House 
has shown a disposition to overturn some 
of the pet plans and measures adopted 
by the present administration of Presi- 
dent Taft, notably with respect to the 
creation of the Commerce Court and the 
great field of activity covered by the State 
Department in what has come to be 
known as the trade policies, inaugurated 
under the administration of Secretary 
knox. These plans taken in connection 
with the expressed determination of the 
Democratic majority to bring about the 
avolishment of the tariff board by refus- 
ing the necessary appropriation for that 
board, will cause a considerable demorali- 
zation in the plans which the Repubiican 
administration have established for bring- 
ing about direct reviews of railroad cases 
before the Commerce Court, located in 
Washington, the special investigation of 
trade matters through the State Depart- 
ment, and the full investigation of tariff 
matters through the Tariff Board. 

It is not unlikely that there will be a 
serious deadlock between the Senate and 
House on some of these measures, nota- 
bly the abolishing of the trade relations 
branches of the State Department and 
bly the Tariff Board. It is not so 
in, however, that the Senate will be 
so insistent upon retaining the Commerce 
Court, 





The opposition to the Commerce Court 
in both houses of Cvungress has been 
very strong. It was only by a narrow 
majority in the last Congress that the 
Commerce Court was created, and that 


after very persistent and vigorous efforts 
on the part of President Taft and his as- 
sociates in the Cabinet. 

The chief objection to the creation of 
the Commerce Court, when it was first 
established, was that it is a special court, 
and while the judges thereof are appoint-

disease, must abstain from sugar, falls 
within the class of drugs, and the pro- 
hibition referred to does not apply. 
It is only when food stuffs are put up 
with saccharin that such goods come un- 
der the ban of the law. The restriction

The principal reason for the creation of 
the Commerce Court was that it would 
be possible to secure more promot action 
in «ases arising on appeal from the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, and that to 
have a court whose business is confined 
to interstate commerce cases rather than 
have these cases tried in the Federal 
courts of the various States would bring 
about greater uniformity in the decisions, 
as well as the promptness in reaching 
such decisions. In this connection, how- 
ever, the attack made upon the Com- 
merce Court has been that in a majority 
of the cases that have been appealed from 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
this court, the court has decided against 
the rulings made by the commission, and 
that in most of the cases that have gone 
on appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States from the Court of Com- 
merce the decision of the higher court has 
sustained the Interstate Commerce Com- 
inission rather than the Commerce Court. 





it is these facts and representations 
with respect to the operations of the 
Commerce Court that have served to 


create some prejudice against it, and not 
much surprise was expressed in the House 
of Representatives when the provision in 
the legislative appropriation bill providing 


for abolishing the Commerce Court was 
retained in tnat bill by the House by a 
very large majority. It will be recalled 


a very narrow major 
ity that the bill originally creating the 
court was carried through the House. 
Che situation in the Senate with respect 
to the Commerce Court is still very uncer- 
tain. The whole question will be consid- 
ered in the Appropriations Committee 
which has charge of the legislative ap- 
propriation bill, rather than the Com- 
merce Committee, which deals directly 
with such matters as commerce, or even 
the Judiciary *Committee, which would 
only give its views with respect to the 
legal principles involved. It is known 
however, that a large majority of the 
Democrats and many so-called ‘“‘insur- 
gent” Republicans are decidedly hostile 


that it was only by 


to the Commerce Court, and believe that 
its operations are calculated to detract 
from rather than increase the usefulness 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
In the light of this situation, it is hazard- 
ous to predict what action the Senate 
will take. It is certain, however, that 
unless the move in favor of striking out 
the legislation to abolish the court from 
the appropriation bill shall be much more 


pronounced than at present the situation 
would indicate, the House having gone 
on record by a very large vote in favor 


of abolishing the court, the Senate would 
make no headway in an effort to induce 
the House to yield on this point. 

The action of the House of Representa- 
tives in abolishing some of the most im- 
portant offices in the State Department, 
created for the purpose of improving the 
trade relations of the United States, ha’ 
aroused considerable opposition in the 
Senate and ameng the members of Presi- 
dent Taft's Cabinet. It is universally econ- 
ceded that the plans outlined by Secretary 


Knox for enlarging and improving the 
trude relations bureau and reorganizing 
the consular service by establishing divi- 


communication in the 
difterent international trade fields were 
highly desirable, and the original appro- 
priation of $100,000 intended to allow Sec- 
retary Knox to carry out his plans was 
adopted by Congress with very little oppo- 
sition, 

It now turns out, however, that the 
Democratic majority in the House is de- 
termined to effect a reduction in expendi- 
tures, and this is the sole reason given 
for striking down these bureaus. Under

the plan proposed the director of the 
Cousular Service will be legislated out of 
office, and also the consular and diplo- 


matic advisers, eight officers to aid in im- 
portant work in connection therewith, the 
various other officials in the Trade Rela- 
tions Bureau and in the division of Latin- 
American, Eastern and European affairs, 
including the entire force in the Trade 
Kelations Bureau, and these different di- 
vistons would be- abolished if the plans of 
the Democratic majority shall be carried 
through. The State Department has ex- 
pended only about $75,000 of the appropria- 
tion made for establishing these bureaus, 
and the desire of the Democratic major- 
ity is to save the $25,000 of the unexpend- 
ed balance and to prevent the expenditure 
in the future of any part of the $100,000 
for these services. 

So resentful are the Republicans of this 
wholesale attack upon the trade branches 





of the State Department that there is 
likely to be considerable opposition to 
these features when the matter comes up 


in the Senate. 
The chances are, however, that most of 
these plans of the Democratic majority in 


the House, including ‘‘the starving out” 
of tae Tariff Board, will go through if 
the House is as insistent as the leaders 


seem to indicate they will be. The Demo- 


cralic leaders in the House have a plan 
of their own for creating a Tariff Board 
inside the lines of Congress itself as an 


adjunct of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. While they may not be able to carry 
out this plan at the present session, they 
would put the Tariff Board out of busi- 
ness and then be in position to await the 
result of the next election as to whether 
the Senate and House shall both be Dem- 
ocratie, or the country will decide to re- 
turn the Republican party to power in 
both branches of Congress, as well as in 
the administration. The settled purpose 
of the Democrats at present is at least 
to let their plans and purposes Le known 
for whatever influence such purposes may 
have in the approaching campaign.

Soya Bean Oil as Soap Stock. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, May 17, 1912. 

In view of the fact that the records of 
the Commerce Department show that 
American soap factories imported last 
year bean oil to the value of more than 
$2,600,000, Interest attaches to a report 
made on the manufacture of soap from 
soya beans in the Province of Manchuria. 





This report comes from Consul A. W. 
Pontius, at Dalny, who states that “a 
good portion of the many thousand tons 


of Manchurian beans exported to Europe 
returns to the Far East in various forms 
of manufacture, such as soap (bean oil 
constituting an important § ingredient), 
refined oil, soya biscuits, ete. Other ex-

About one and one-ha! years ago Lever and 


other large British soa makers became inter- 
ested in Manchurian beuns as a desirable ma- 
terial It is understood that Lever will es- 
tablish a soap factory at Kobe for utilizing 
Manchurian bean oil, notwithstanding that 
soda, another important soap ingredient, is 
not yet produced in Japan, the annual im- 
ports of which for all branches of industry 
reaches about $1,000.000. There are good 
prospects, however, of soda being procurable 


in Kwantung Leased Territory, which has im- 
mense resources for salt making. 

In South Manchuria laundry soap sales are 
largest from June to October. The Mukden 
market and the country northward are sup- 
nlied by Shanghai, chiefly with German and 
Russian products. A factory at Vladivostok 
makes a laundry soap which withstands the 
intense cold of Manchurian winters, and could 
extend its sale as far south as Kungchuling. 
However, a Mukden factory (Niao Ho), with 
a daily capacity of 5,000 pieces of bar soap 
and 400 pieces of toilet soap, makes such low 
competitive prices that the imports of the Rus- 
sian product are affected. 

The three factories in Dalny are Bangyoku 
Yoko on Oyamadori (which hopes to deuble its 








$6,500 sales of last year), Hataraka Soap 
Factory in Noto-machi (which may be reor- 
ganized into a $10,000 stock company), and a 
factory in Kaga-cho. Their combined annual 
output is about $15,000, mostly of laundry 
soap, © small amount of toilet soap being 
made in winter. The local industry has a 
promising future, but it must wait for large 
expansion until the refining process for bean 


oil and the extraction of soda from Kwantung 
salt are brought to a commercially workable

While imports of white lead and of 
varnish play a very unimportant part 
in the paint trade of this country, yet 
it is worthy of note that a decision 
rendered during the week by the United 
States Board of General Appraisers 
states that containers of white lead and 
of varnish are either free or are duti- 
able at the same ad valorem rate as 
their contents. This takes the place of 
the former ruling which imposed an 
ad valorem duty of 30 per cent. on the 
container, irrespective of the value of 
the contents. Another feature of the 
week was the announcement that white 
lead, dry and in oil, had been advanced 
in price in England. According to the 
newspaper accounts this advance is the 
result of a combination of white lead 
manufacturers in Great Britain, Ger- 
many and the United States. Local 
manufacturers say they know nothing 
about the alleged combine, and regard- 
ing the advance in the price of white 
lead it may be said that soft lead has 
been steadily gaining in price and 
would naturally affect the price of dry 
white lead, and this, together with 
higher values for linseed oil, would 
cause white lead in oil to sell at higher 
figures. ee

sent the lowest bids and the outside fig- 
ures are the prices quoted by the high- 
est bidders, other bids being between 
these extremes. The situation in the 
local market has not changed during 
the week.

A complete prices current will be found 
on page 39, second column. Comment 
on most important items in the paint 
trade follows:— 

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Etc. 

PIG LEAD.—A very unsteady mar- 
ket is reported for pig lead. The nomi- 
nal quotation has been steady at 4.20c. 
for some time, but sales at present are 
all made at lower levels. Several trans- 
actions have been made at 4.05@4.07%ce. 
on East St. Louis basis. Buying also 
has been irregular. Some days a good 
demand was noted and again buyers 
would show no interest and offer 6 
bids for stocks. In St. Louis the week 
closed with 4.07%c. as the quotation. 
In London lead reached £16 10s., but 
later declined to £16 8s, 9d. 

WHITE LEAD.—Reporting the local 
white lead market has practically de- 
generated into a report of weather con- 
ditions, for this is a very important 
factor at present. Continued wet 
weather during the week has hindered 
outside work and has spelled smaller 
sales in white lead. A good jobbing 
movement is noted, however, and the 
season up-to-date has shown an ad- 
vance over last year, even though the 
weather has been unusually bad for 
painting. Good reports are received 
from various parts of the country re- 
garding the demand for white lead in 
oil. Local sales continue to be made 
at 64%@7c. for 500-pound lots, according 
to seller, and large buyers have been 
treated with on private terms. Dry 
white lead continues to be quoted at 
54@5%c. English lead in oil is only 
moderately active, but is firm in price, 


and according to some sellers an ad- 
vance is expected at any time. Pres- 
ent quotations are 104%@10%c. Sub- 
limed white lead sells at 5@5%c. Local 


sellers of white lead were interested in 
a report which appeared in the London 


papers on Thursday. This report 
stated that the International White 
Lead Convention, which was recently 


formed, includes the principal makers 
of white lead in England and Germany 
and the United States. The report fur- 
ther states that Benjamin Guggen- 
heim, who was drowned in the Titanic, 
was returning to New York after com- 
pleting negotiations for the American 
firm which he represented. Continuing, 
the report says that the immediate re- 
sult of the combine has_ been to in- 
crease the price of dry white lead from 
£16 to £22 per ton, while white lead 
ground in oil has gone up in propor- 
tion. The profits of the combine will 
be pooled, each firm taking a certain 
proportion annually. Just who is meant 
by “principal makers of white lead in 
the United States’’ is not determined, 
as local corroders denied any knowl- 
edge of the so-called combine when it 





was first reported, and they repeated 
this denial when the above story was 


published this week. White lead to 
the value of $15,308 was exported a 
week ago, according to the Custom 


House figures. 

RED LEAD.—A steady call is report- 
ed for red lead and the aggregate of 
jobbing sales is large enough to cause 
a satisfactory movement, although 
round lots are not figuring largely at 
present. Slowness in outdoor work is 
retarding business and preventing a 
much more active market. Prices are 
reported as steady at 6%@7c. for 
American and 8%@9c. for foreign, less 
the usual discounts. Large buyers no 
doubt could shave considerably the fig- 
ures quoted, as is indicated by the bids 
submitted to the government for fur- 
nishing 69,000 pounds dry red lead, as 
referred to in the introduction to the 
market. 

LITHARGE.—Sceattered buying on the 
part of several industries is account- 
ing for a fair consumption of litharge. 
Trading is not especially featured, but 
consists for the most part of small-lot 
orders. Prices are unchanged and are 
quoted at 54%4@6c. for domestic and 8% 
@8'ee. for foreign grades. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—New business 
in this market is reported rather quiet. 
Foreign selections are meeting with 
slow demand from consumers, and the 
murket for domestic orange mineral is 
only moderate. Quotations are steadily 
maintained at 8%@10c. for American 
and 12%@13c. for foreign, 

ZINCS.—Arrivals of imported zines 
have been fairly heavy of late, and ac- 
cording to locai sellers a good part of 
these stocks are passing immediately 
on contract orders. An active market 
is reported at present, with deliveries 
being demanded and new business ap- 
pearing in large volume. Domestic 
grades are not losing ground and con- 
tinue to pass freely into consumers’ 
hands. The season bids fair to record 
considerable progress in all selections 
of zines. Prices are quoted as fol- 
lows:—54%@6\c. for: American process; 
i@i%*e. for French process, red seal; 
‘%@7%c, for French process, green seal; 
8@8\%c. for French process, white seal: 
according to quality. German brands

Dry Colors.

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To Mollify Objectionable Features 
of Public Health Service Bill, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 17, 1912. 
The controversy that has been waged 
in the Senate for the past two or three 
weeks for and against the bill introduced 
by Senator Owen, providing for the crea- 
tion of a_ public health service, has 
brought out so many objections to the 
measure that Senator Owen has proposed 
a number of amendments intended to 
mollify the objectors to the bill on the 
ground that it is calculated to give too 
great power to particular medical organi- 
zations or schools of medicine in the 
country. 


in order to meet some of these objec- 
tions to the Owen bill a measure has 
been introduced by Senator Smoot, of 
Ltah, 8S. 6782, to establish a public health 


service, ete., in which measure specific 
elfort is made to prevent the creation of 
a public health service controlling or 


regulating the practice of medicine and 
infringing upon the rights of citizens. 

The Smoot bill is an elaboration of dif- 
ferent measures that have been proposed 
from time to time on this subject in both 
the Senate and House, and effort is made 
in the present measure to enlarge upon 
and obtain every possible advantage from 
studies of sanitation and water supplies 
by the officers of the Public Health Serv- 
ice. The Smoot bill is as follows:— 


Be it enacted, etc., that the Public Health 
and Marine-Hospital Service of the United 
States shall hereafter be known and desig- 
nated as the United States Public Health 
Service, and in addition to the administrative 
divisions now authorized by law there is 
hereby created a Division of Sanitary Engi- 
neering, and the Division of Vital Statistics, 
of the Bureau of the Census, is hereby trans- 
ferred from the Department of Commerce and 
Labor and made a division of the United 
States Public Health Service; provided, that 
nothing in this act contained shall be held or 
construed to discharge or reduce in rank, 
grade or pay any officer or employe of the 
Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service or 
the Division of Vital Statistics, of the Bureau 
of the Census; and provided further, that the 
Division of Sanitary Engineering shall be in 
charge of a competent sanitary engineer, who 
shall be appointed in the same way and re- 
ceive the same compensation as the chiefs of 
division of the Hygienic Laboratory. 


Sec. 2. That all laws pertaining to the Pub- 
lic Healtn and Marine-Hospital Service of the 
I'nited States or the Division of Vital Sta- 
tistics, of the Bureau of the Census, shall 
hereafter apply to the United States Public 
Health Service, and all regulations of the 
former now in force or made hereafter shall 
apply to and remain in foree as regulation of 
the United States Public Health Service until 
changed or rescinded; provided, that this act 
shall not be construed as attempting to au- 
thorize the United States Public Health Service 
to exercise or attempt to exercise, without ex- 
press invitation from the Chief Executive or 
other proper authority of the State, any 
function belonging exclusively to such State, 


or to enter any premises without the consent 
of the owner or occupant thereof; and the 
United States Public Health Service shall have 
no power to regulate the practice of medicine 
or the practice of healing, or to interfere with 
the right of a citizen to employ the practi- 
tioner of his choice, and all appointments 
within the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, including the head of that service, shall 
be made without discrimination in favor of 
or against any system of medicine or of heal- 
ing; provided further, that all properties, rec- 
ords and rights pertaining to or in the pos- 
session of the Public Health and Marine- 
Hospital Service of the United States or the 
Division of Vital Statistics, of the Bureau of 
the Census, are hereby transferred to and 
shall be available for use for like purposes and 
in like manner by the United States Public 
Health Service. 

Sec. 3. That the United States Public Health 
Service shall, under the Secretary of the 
Treasury, be under the charge of the surgeon- 
general of the aforesaid service, who shall be 
appointed as now provided by law and regu- 
lations, and the several divisions of the said 
service, with the exception of the Division of 
Sanitary Engineering, shall each be in charge 
of an assistant surgeon-general, as now pro- 
vided by law for the Public Health and Ma- 
rine-Hospital Service; provided, that the pres- 
ent chief of the Division of Vital Statistics, 
of the Bureau of the Census, shall be ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, as a surgeon 
in the United States Public Health Service. 


Sec. 4. That all matters relating to person- 
nel and accounts of the United States Public 
Health Service shall be administered by the 
Division of Personnel and Accounts for the 
said service, and all accounts of moneys re- 
ceived and moneys expended on account of 
the said service shall be examined by the 
Auditor of the Treasury and so certified by 
that officer; provided, that there may be em- 
ployed in the United States Public Health 
Service such help as may be provided for 
from time to time by Congress. 

Sec. 5. That the United States Public Health 
Service may study and investigate the sanita- 
tion and sewage and the pollution, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, of the navigable streams 
and lakes of the United States, and it may 
from time to time issue information pertain- 
ing thereto in the form of publications for the 
use of the public. 

Sec. 6. That the Advisory Board of the Hy- 
zienic Laboratory. in addition to its duties as 
now defined by law, shall, while in confer- 
ence, consult and advise with the surgeon- 
general of the JIJnited States Public Health 
Service with respect to matters relating to the 
public health,

season’s trading. Heavy consumers 


have bought in large quantities, but be- 
cause of the uncertain feeling regard- 
ing tne stubility of tne market, no one 
has peen willing to commit themselves 
lor future deliveries and in this way 
tne market has diittered from that o£ 
previous years. Sales compared to 
olher years have been comparatively 
smailer, yet it is needless to say that 
large paint manutacturers and large 
linoleum companies have been buying 
in 5 or 10 bol, lots as some reports 
would indicate. During the week prices 
have advanced so thut 74c, is the quota- 
tion for car lots and smaller lots are 
held at higher figures. The position of 
futures is not clearly fixed, but reports 
Say that some orue:s covering delivery 
later than July were taken at prices 
lower than those quoted for spot goods. 
Most crushers maintain a firm view re- 
garding futures and do not care to 
book orders for distant delivery at the 
prices now ruling. It must be con- 
tessed, however, that local buyers are 
not eager to place orders ahead and 
inquiry has not been strong. Various 
views are held in accounting for the 
udvance in the price of seed. Some 
claim it was due tu higher prices in 
toreign seed markets. Others say that 
speculation in May options at Duluth 
has placed some traders on the short 
side of the market and that holders of 
the options insist on No. 1 seed and, 
as this is scarce, prices have been 
raised by the attempts of sellers te ob- 
tain sufficient No. 1 seed to cover their 
transactions. A scarcity of good Ca- 
nadian seed is another reason assigned 
for the advance. Seeding is reported 
as being well under way and the fact 
that unfavorable weather delayed the 
planting of other crops, gives the im, 
pression that the flax acreage will be 
increased in several States. A full re- 
view of the Western seed markets from 
our special correspondents will be 
found on page 12.

Linseed Cake and Meal, 


According to the figures of the cus- 
tom house showing the exports of one 
week ago, linseed cake and meal to the 
value of $139,686 left the local port des- 
tined for foreign consumers. This 
would indicate a good trading in cake 
and meal, although local sellers report 
a quiet week, with an easier tone to 
the market. Cake is now said to be 
selling abroad on a basis of $33 f. 0. b. 
New York. Prices quoted are $33@34 
for cake and $34@35 for linseed meal. 





Cottonseed Oil, 


Irregular price changes have char- 
acterized cottonseed oil during the in- 
terval and the market has been treat- 
ed to an up and down movement which 
afforded an excellent field for profes- 
sional trading. The highly speculative 
condition of the market has made it 
sensitive to outside developments, but 
the basic situation has remained strong 
and sharp price alterations have not 
prompted serious comment. The con- 
tention is made that supplies of actual 
oil are comparatively low, with little 
possibility of replenishment before Oc- 
tober. It is therefore claimed that un- 
certain fluctuations are to be expected 
now and then, but the belief is general 
that the supply will be the dominating 
influence later in the season and that 
prices will eventually be adjusted to a

formed quarters it is stated that 80 per 
cent. of the remaining stocks of oil are 
held by refiners, and these interests are 
not likely to antagonize an advance 
unless some unforeseen development 
materializes. 

Liquidation during the past ten days 
has been heavy, and the bull position 
has been improved by the elimination 
of weak accounts. The bearish, element 
has worked hard to bring about a 
lower range of prices and have been 
reinforced by a decline in lard and a 
reactionary cotton market. “It might 
also be stated that a very light con- 
suming demand for oil has also been a 
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factor favorable to bearish operations. 
Under all these bearish influences the 
oil market has retained a firm tone, 
and while declines were general at in- 
tervals there Was no display of weak- 
ness, 

The crushing season has been 
brought to a close, and crude oil during 
the next few months promises to be a 
factor of little interest. Scattered 
tanks were obtainable in the Southeast 
early in the week, but toward the close 
prices were nominal in nearly every 
section. With crude oil stocks ex- 
hausted and refined oil controlled by 
the big interests, the possibility of a 
higher market during the summer 
months appears encouraging. 

Export business is quiet, and foreign 
consumers are apparently well supplied 
at the moment. Recent purchases of 
oil show a handsome profit at present 
quotations, and there is some desire to 
take advantage of this condition. Ex- 
port shipments from this port for the 


week were 7,173 barrels, from other 
ports, 3,074 barrels, making a total of 
10,247 barrels, These compare with 
12,918 barrels for the previous 
week. Total exports from all ports 


for the month of April were  37,- 
524,841 pounds, valued at $2,282,881, com- 
pared to 29,466,744 pounds, valued at 
$2,149,686, for the same month last year, 
Total exports for ten months ending 
with April were 363,045,892 pounds, 
valued at $21,747,286, compared to 182, 
346,309 pounds, valued at $14,093,238. for 
the corresponding period during the 
previous year,

Lard, Tallow, Stearines and Greases, 


LARD. 


As intimated in our previous report, 
prices have declined and the market 
has developed an uncertain attitude 
Packers and other factors in the West 
were liberal sellers of future shipments 
and the downward tendency put in 
effect many “stop loss’ orders which 
facilitated the decline. A violent 
downward movement in grain con- 
tributed to the general weakness of 
the lard situation. At the close prices 
recovered somewhat from their low 
points, but the tone was feverish, Cash 
trade continued dull, with consumers 
operating cautiously pending future 
developments. Compound lard remained 
quiet with prices about steady. Exports 


of lard for the week amounted to 
11,538,650 pounds, compared with 11,- 
002,210 pounds for the corresponding 
week last year. City steam lard at 


the close was held at 104%@10%c., prime 
Western in tierces at 11%@11\%c., and 
lard compound at 9@9\%c., according 
to brand, quality and seller. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes: — 

Chicago, May 15, 1912 

Lard market at Chicago this week developed 
an overbought condition and prices dropped 
sharply, closing at net losses of 12'%4@17!sc 
The overzealous speculation of outside investors 
was responsible for the topheavy condition that 


accrued, while prices were knocking around 
record marks for recent years, while the sell- 
ing of the professionals, who were the most 


rampant bulls of a few weeks ago, was the 
primary cause of the late break. The bie pro- 
fessionals who caused the dip were again on 
the buying side at the finish. but the situation 
did not appear to be a healthy one, especially 
as it was well known that the long interest 
in the market far exceeded the short element, 
while grain prices were being depressed because 
of more favorable crop reports, and the semi- 
monthly report of provision stocks showed fur- 
ther accumulation in warehouses, 

The market did not have the breadth of trade 
shown the previous three weeks, and fluctua- 
tions in prices were less violent. Packers, pro- 
fessional longs and commission houses were the 
principal sellers, while the buying was scat- 
tered. and largely in the way of profit taking 
on the extreme dips. Foreign advices rather 
fayored buyers and exports for the week 
showed a fair increase over shipments to for- 
eign shores a year ago, but these influences 
were discounted by the bearish domestic situa- 
tion Hog values were well maintained, but 
they, too, lacked potency as active market 
factors. 

Cash trade was quiet and shipments for the 
week showed a falling off. At the close reg- 
ular lard was offered at May figures. $10.70, 
for round lots and at a discount of 5@10c. for 
small odd lots. Loose lard was held at &7'%sc. 
off September Leaf lard was in moderate 
request and fair supply at $10.22% while neu- 
tral was neglected and easy at $12.10@12.22% 
for No. 1, and $11.35@11.47% for No. 2. Official 
semi-monthly report of provision stocks at Chi- 
cago, issued May 15, made holdings of contract 
lard 118.158 tierces, as contrasted to 118.059 
tierces May 1.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—As the season 
progresses an easier tone is noted in 
the market for China wood oil, and spot 


goods are now offered at 10@1lc., ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. Con- 
suming demand is very good and is 


manifesting itself both for spot offer- 
ings and for futures. Reports that 
large quantities of oil have come from 
the interior to Chinese ports is offset 
by a heavy trading movement and by 
controversies over the quality of the 
oil. Hence, although oil is plentiful in 
the primary markets and thus has a 
tendency to lower prices, the market is 
strengthened by increased demand and 
by the fear of consumers that lower 
prices mean inferior oil. Several cases 
in the local market have been submit- 
ted to arbitration, as buyers and sell- 
ers could not agree on the purity of the 
oil which passed between them, 
COCOANUT OTL.—Business is quiet 
in all cocoanut descriptions and dealers 
are at a loss to account for the dull- 
ness. At this time last year prices 
were advancing steadily and good busi- 
ness was reported. Liverpool quotes 
Cochin at €44 per ton, but sales under 
this figure are reported, and Ceylon is 
quoted at £39 10s. The London cable 
Friday ‘showed a decline from last 
week, but as the market is dull, the 
price quoted. £39 2s. 6d.. is more or less 
nominal This quotation is for May- 
June shipment of Ceylon. A special re- 
port from London received earlier in 
the week states that the market in 
Cevlon has been somewhat neglected, 
with little disposition on the part of 
buyers to do business. Sellers ask, ac- 
cording to the report. €39 4%s. for al- 
most any position, hut buyers are hold- 
ing out for £38 9s. In Cochin the mar- 
ket is easier and dealers are offering 
freely: £42 is quoted for May-June or 
June-July, but probably a little less 
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would be taken if bid. Spot oil in both 
descriptions is held at a premium in 
London. Marseilles quotes 92% francs 
per 100 kilos for copra, 

In the local market some leading in- 
terests offer Cochin on spot at 9.70c., 
forward at 9.50c.; Ceylon on spot at 
$.95¢c., forward 8.90c.; copra on spot 
8.80c., forward 8.70c. Other leading 
houses quote spot Cochin at 10c, and 
spot Ceylon at 9.75c. per pound. 

CORN OIL.—Leading interests again 
advanced the price of corn oil the 
early part of the week to the basis of 
$6.25 per 100 pounds in car lots and 
$6.30 per 100 pounds in less amounts. 
Foreign demand is good and 1,200 bar- 
rels of corn oil were exported during 
the interval. Business in the local 
market has not been so brisk as dur- 
ing the previous week, but the de- 
mand was sufficient to maintain prices 
at the new level. Independents held 
prices fairly well on the new basis, 
but reported only light trading.

Chicago, May 15, 1912. 
Corn oil has advanced 10c. per 100 pounds 
since the last report, and even at the higher

Owing to the war, Turkey and 
Italy are not offering oil in appreciable 
amounts. In some quarters in the lo- 
cal market foots are held at 654 @6 fee. 
per pound. Denatured is quoted at 
68@70c, per gallon. 


PALM OIL.—Palm oils are not im- 
proving according to reports from pri- 
mary markets received this week. Some 
large houses quote Lagos at 6.50c. on 
spot, 6.40c. forward; commercial Lagos, 
6.30c. on spot, 6.20c. forward, and prime 
red, 6.10c. on spot and 6c. forward. 
These prices represent the best that is 
offered in the market, as other leading 
houses note Lagos at 7c. on spot; com 
mercial Lagos at 6.75c. and prime red 
at 6.50c, per pound on spot. Liverpool 
under date of May 6 writes:— 


In sympathy with the rise of othen kindred 
materials, and with a continued brisk de- 
mand from consumers, as well as specu- 
lators, prices advanced in the past week 
once more ten to twenty shillings per ton, 
whereat the large quantity of about 2,500 
tons, in ali descriptions and positions, were 
sold. Towards the close, however, a decided 
pause supervened, and though importers re- 
main indifferent sellers, even at the present 
high prices, the second hand has come to the 
fore with liberal offers, particularly of Lagos 
and Soft River oils, and fully five to ten 
shillings of the advance has been lost again.

The report states that 
business has been done at £37 1s. per 
ton. May-June is quoted at £36 10%s. 
f. o. b. Hamburg. Liverpool quotes 
English at $8.57 and German at $8.46 
per 100 pounds. In the local market, 
which is a direct reflection of the con- 
dition in primary centers, palm kernel 
oil is quoted at 9%c. per pound in some 
quarters; but leading interests offer 
8.60c. on spot and 8.50c. for forward po- 
sitions. 

RAPESEED OIL.—There is a divers- 
ity of opinion among leading handlers 
of rapeseed oil as to the condition of 
the market. Blown, for instance, has 
been an object point of an interesting 
coincidence. In the first place, one 
leading house advanced prices one 
cent, bringing the quotation to 74c. per 
gallon, and, on the other hand, another 
leading house reduced prices from 74c. 
per gallon to 73c. per gallon. The same 
coincidence was duplicated with double 
refined. In this case prices were raised 
two cents to 69@7lc. per gallon, and 
simultaneously reduced by another 
house from 69c. to 67c. per gallon. 
Burning French jumped to 75@78c. per 
gallon without a corresponding reduc- 
tion. But it is interesting to note in 
this connection a sale of 4,800 gallons 
of rapeseed oil to the government at 
68%c. during the week. 


Taken as a whole the market is un- 
steady, with sharp advances abroad 
tending to give a bullish tone to the 
market. Trading during the early part 
of the week was largely routine, but a 
better demand was reported by leading 
interests the latter part of the week. 
The full range of quotations, which 
vary according to dealer and quality, 
follow:—Burning French, 74@78c. per 
gallon; blown, 73@75c.; refined, 67@71c. 


per gallon, and filtered, 64@66c,. per 
gallon. 
SOYA BEAN OIL.—The market in 


soya bean oil is showing a tendency to 
more firmness. Oil is finding its way

while sales have not been unusually 
large some interests report that the 
consuming demand is steady.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions 


Concrete Muguet de Mai, 


Concrete muguet de mai imported at 
New York by Edwin H. Burr was assessed 
with duty at 25 per cent. ad valorem un- 
der paragraph 8 of the tariff act of 1909, 
which is similar to paragraph 3 of the act 
of 1897. Free entry was claimed under 
paragraph 639 of the act of 1909, which is 
the substitute paragraph for 626 of the 
act of 1897. Following the words ‘‘enfleu- 
rage grease’ the words “liquid and solid 
primal fiower essences not compounded” 
appear in the existing paragraph, and, as 
stuted in the special reports of the ap- 
praiser on these protests, it was because 
of this change in the law that the deci- 
sion ia the Burr case [I, Ct. Cust. Appls. 
126] was not followed in the assessment 
of dutty. 

it is nowhere disputed that concrete 
muguet de mai is a combination of odors 
derived by the volatile solvent process 
directly. from, flowers, the odors of which 
form the combination. It is the theory of 
the government that under paragraph 639 
as it 1s now constructed only such en- 
fleurage grease as is derived from a single 
flower and contains only the odor of the 
flower from which it is derived, is entitled 
to free entry thereunder, and that such 
a combination as concrete muguet de mai 
which is made up of primal flower es- 
seuces compounded is excluded from the 
paragraph and by reason thereof becomes 
dutiabie either directly or by similitude 
under the provisions of paragraph 3 at 
the rate assessed. ‘We believe,’’ said Ap- 
praiser McClelland, “this theory to be 
sound. It seems quite evident that the 
insertion of the words quoted above in 
paragraph 639 was for the express purpose 
of excluding from that paragraph all com- 
binations of flower odors, whether natu- 
ral, synthetic, solid or liquid. The pro- 
tests are overruled and the decision of 
the collector is affirmed.’’ 





Ground Feldspar, 


Ground feldspar imported by the Roes- 
sler & Hasslacher Chemical Company at 
the pert of New York was claimed to be 
dutiable as a non-enumerated manufac- 
tured article under paragraph 480. It had 
been assessed as an article’ composed of 
earthy or mineral substances under para- 
graph 9% of the tariff act of 1909. 


Tragasol. 


On the authority of U. S. vs. Danker & 
Marston (T. D. 32251) the claim of Danker 
& Marston, of Boston, that gum tragasol 
is tree of duty under paragraph 499 of the 
tariff act of 1909 was sustained. 


Degras. 


Degias oil imported by Pascal, Dubedat 
& Co. at San Francisco was returned as 
“sod oil," and duty was assessed at 8 
cents a gallon under paragraph 40 of. the 
tariff act of 199, The claim of the protest- 
ants was that duty should have been as- 
sessed at one-quarter cent a pound as 
degras under paragraph 20 of said act. 

‘Two official samples taken from the 
importation were analyzed by the chemist 
in the United States laboratory, and the 
official report § tollows:—‘‘Both samples 
consist of degras made with wool grease.” 
Krom this the board held that the claims 
of the protestants were well founded, and 
as a result the decision of the collector 
was reversed, 


Lava Stone Not Building Stone. 


Lave stone imported by the Grasselli 
Chemical Company was returned as build- 
ing or ornamental stone and assessed 
with duty at the rate of 50 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 114 of the tariff 
act of 199. The testimony showed that 
the merchandise was rough cut lava stone 
used as a lining to protect the lead in 
sulphurie acid towers and is not capable 
of use as building stone. The claim of 
the protestants that duty should have 
been assessed at the rate of 20 per cent. 
ad valorem under paragraph 48) of the 
tariff act of 1909 was sustained. 


Burdock Root, Cut Crude Drug. 


Finely cut burdock root imported by 
Lehn & Fink was assessed with duty at 
Ole-quarter cent per pound and 10 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 20 of 
the tariff act of 19099 as a drug advanced, 
and it was claimed free under paragraph 
boo as a drug in a erude state and not 
advanced in value or condition. The cut- 
ting of the root the board held wags for 
the purpose of facilitating transportation 
and preventing decay. ‘The protest was 
sustained accordingly. 


Colors, Pigments, Oxide of Iron. 


Oxide of iron imported at Boston by 
Geo, Z. Collins & Co. was assessed at the 
rate of 30 per cent. ad valorem under par- 
agraph 56 of the tariff act of 1909; In 





harmony with decisions of a similar na- 
ture by the Court of Customs Appeals, 
the assessment of the collector was sus- 
tained and the protests were overruled. 





French Chalk. 


Tale imported at Portland by the Clarke 
Woodward Drug Company was claimed 
dutiable under various rates lower than 
that assessed; but the board found noth- 
ing to justify a disturbance of the col- 
lectur's classification. 


Cutch. 


Cutech imported by 8S. lL. Jones & Co. 
at San Francisco was returned as “ex- 
tract of dyewood” and assessed with duty 
at the rate of seven-eighths cent per pound 
under the first provision of paragraph 22 
of the tariff act of 199. The claim was 
that duty should have been assessed at 
15 pec cent. ad valorem under the last 
provision of said paragraph. When the 
case was called for hearing it was sub- 
mitted for decision on the record, and of- 
ficial sample, an examination of which led 
the board to confirm the collector's as- 
sessment of duty. 


Containers for White Lead, Varnish 
and Chloride of Zine. 


The board held after consideration of a 
number of cases that containers for white 
lead, varnish and chloride of zinc were 
entitled to either free duty or duty at the 
same ad valorem rate as their contents 
and that the said containers were not 
dutiable separately at 30 per cent. ad 
valorem.

Specifications of Recent British 
Patents, 


Complete specifications of the following 
British patents have been accepted, and

AMMONIA, NO. 61. 


Ammonia is prepared by passing a mixture 
containing nitrogen and hydrogen over a cat- 
alytic agent consisting of molybdenum, or a 
suitable compound thereof, such as the oxide, 
chloride, carbide, nitride, amide, or hydride or 
ammonium molybdate, and the compound may 
undergo change in the process. The molyb- 
denum can be mixed with other catalytic 
agents, such as nickel, or with an indifferent 
substance, such as carbon, or may be pre- 
cipitated on to a suitable carrier, such as 
quartz, chamotte or meerschaum. In an ex- 
ample, ammonium molybdate, or phospho- 
molybdate, or molybdenic acid is heated in a 
stream of ammonia gas and the body so ob- 
tained treated with nitrogen and hydrogen in 
a contact tube, and if desired the first treat- 
ment may be effected in this tube. 

CLEANSING COMPOSITIONS, NO. 261. 

A soap-like product is obtained by knead- 
ing mineral oil, vaseline, etc., into a mixture 
of soap, sodium carbonate and water, and 
afterwards adding small proportions of anti- 
septic substances, such as borax or boric acid 
and aromatic essences and dyestuffs. The 
soap used is derived from olive oil, nut oil 
and tallow. 





HYDROGEN, NO. 401. 


Hydrogen is generated by passing steam and 
hydrocarbons, probably derived from iron car- 
bide, over highly heated iroh, with which is 
mixed a suitable proportion of copper, lead, 
vanadium or aluminum, to act as catalysts, 
either together or separately. 

NITRIC ACID, NO. 319. 

Highly concentrated nitric acid is prepared 
by treating a mixture of equimolecular pro- 
portions of liquid nitric peroxide and water 
with oxygen under pressure. The process is 
carried out in an autoclave provided with 
stirring apparatus, liquid peroxide being first 
introduced and the water added in small quan- 
tities at a time, Oxygen under pressure is 
then foreed in. 

DYEING, NO. 412. 

Brown to olive shades are produced on vege- 
table fibers by dyeing the fibers with azo dyes 
obtained by combining the tetrazotized m- or 
p-aminobenzene-azo-1 : 8-aminonaphthol sul- 
phonic acids, for example, the 1 : S8-disul- 
phonic acid either with two molecules of re- 
sorcin, or with one molecule of resorcin and 
one molecule of a m-diamine, and then de- 
veloping the dye on the fibers by treatment 
=—_ diazo-compounds such as m- or p-nitrani- 
line. 

PINACONE, NO. 411. 

Pinacone is produced by the action of one 
molecule of magnesium upon two molecules of 
acetone in the presence of sublimate and ben- 
zene or toluene, and decomposing the organo- 
magnesium compound with water.

Petroleum Market and Reviews 





Saturday Noon, May 18, 1912. 


Operations in the Eastern petroleum 
fields have experienced somewhat of a 
check during tne week owing to the 
less favorable weather conditions, and 
a material decline in completions is 
noted. The current summary shows 116 
completions, 11,642 barrels ot new daily 
production and 31 dry holes, as com- 
pared with 139 completions, 10.370 bar- 
rels of new production and 39 dry holes, 
previously. Illinois had more new wells 
to its credit than any other fieid, but 
the new production record for the cur- 
rent week was easily held by West Vir- 
ginia, with the continued prolific re- 
sults from the Blue Creek pool of Kan- 
awha county. This pool continues to 
show its wonderful resources, although 
there is a marked variation in the ca- 
pacity of the wells. One of the late 
wells came in at the rate of 70 barrels 
an hour, but it could not maintain its 
capacity, and after a few hours settled 
to 25 barrels an hour. It is located in 
the northeastern extension, which 
quarter is regarded as the most proba- 
ble source of new production. While 
many of the old wells show a consider- 
able decline, the new completions more 
than offset the loss, and the total pro- 
duction has reached a new record at 
18,000 barrels a day. Other results in 
West Virginia were of a _ practically 
routine character. The deep sand ter- 
ritory of Southeastern Ohio is still cap- 
able of supplying producers well over 
the average capacity. In the new 
Straitsville field of Perry county nearly 
all of the recent completions have come 
in with creditable capacity, and an- 
other favorable feature of the field is 
the good staying quality of the wells. 
This field is attracting more attention 
than any other in the State. Work has 
been prosecuted with a fair degree ‘of 
activity in the Kentucky field in both 
the new and the old districts. The 
week’s operations have resulted in sev- 
eral good strikes in the upper and low- 
er sections of the State, with two or 
three wildcat tests in the Northeast- 
ern and Western districts. The best 
completion was a 50-barrel well in the 
old Griffin pool of Wayne county. In 
McCreary county, just over the border 
from Wayne, one of the late tests was 
reported promising for a 20-barrel pro- 
ducer. This completion is regarded as 
encouraging for the extension of the 
Wayne county field in that direction. 
Drilling in Lawrence county in North- 
eastern Kentncky are handicapped by 
the lack of marketing facilities; the 
only new well for the week in the 


county was a 10-barrel producer. The 
new energy which has been occasioned 
in Kentucky developments this year is 
arfecting many sections of the State 
ana test work promises to be on a more 


liperal scale than at any other time in 
ine history of the industry. 
Illinois returns for tne week note a 


gain in completions as well as new pro- 
auction. One of the best wells drilled 
so tar this season came in at a gusher 
rate near Lawrenceville, Lawrence 
county. Very little drilling of a wild- 
cat nature is in operation in the State 
and the outiook does not seem to be en- 
couraging for an early revival of opera- 


tions of this character. The feature 
of the week's operations in the Lima 
fields of Northwestern Ohio and 
indiana was the drilling of a well in 


the Tiffin field of Seneca county, which 
started at the rate of 25 barrels an 
hour. The well found the pay 600 feet 
below the Trenton rock. Wood county 
is still the scene of the greatest num- 
ber of completions, with the average 
of the wells about 30 barrels. Work in 
Indiana is still desultory, and the only 
oil producer of the week was found in 
the Geneva district, with a capacity of 
30 barrels. 

Our California correspondent writes 
of generally quiet conditions throughout 
the fields of the State as a result of 
over-production and consequently low 
prices. Increased activity, however, is 
awaited in those fields producing the 
lighter grades of refining oil, as the 
high gravity product still commands a 
relatively high value. All of the large 
marketing concerns are reported to be 
already or will soon be in the refining 
business, and it is estimated that at 
least 50 per cent. of the State’s present 
production is now treated in some man- 
ner before it reaches the market. 





Refined and Products. 


The various grades of illuminating 
oil have rested on an even basis in 
the local market during the week, and 
the general conditions have been un- 
eventful except for the advance sta- 
tistics of the country’s exports for 
April. These record a total of 79,- 
638,826 gallons, as compared with 71,- 
143,277 gallons for April and 93,249,558 
gallons for March, 1911. For the ten 
months of the current fiscal year there 
was an aggregate of 835,876,147 gallons, 
as against 811,085,041 gallons for the 
corresponding period of last year. The

West Virginia, 


Development work is more active in all sec- 


tions of the Little Mountain State, but, as 
usual, the Blue Creek field, in Kanawha 
county, continues to set the pace. Leasing is 
active in all sections of West Virginia, due to 
the discovery of the Blue Creek pool and the 
high price of crude. The larger concerns in 
the pool will continue leasing, and in the near 
future operations will be started far in ad- 
vance of the Kanawha county development. 

The completions in the Blue Creek field did 
not show as favorably as previously, as the 
wells were not as large as the former week's 
completions. The older wells in the pool are 
declining to some extent, and they will be put 
on the beam. Shooting is again a feature in 
the Blue Creek field, raising the production to 
a great extent. The estimated production of 
the pool is now about 18,000 barrels daily, and 
the chance for an increase is most promising, 
as there are a number of wells drilling to the 
northeast that look very promising. The south- 
west direction has the most new wells under 
way and starting, but this section does not 
seem as encouraging as the northeast direction. 
A number of wells were completed the past 
week in the heart of the pool, and the produc- 
tion was not half as large as the earlier wells 
completed, which shows that the older wells 
are now drawing on the production to a great 
extent. 

Four new wells on the holdings of the Ohio 
Fuel Oil Company are in. This concern com- 
pleted its Nos. 7 and & wells on the G. W. 
White tract, which is one of the oldest in the 
pool and the No. 8 well is showing for a 
300-barrel producer. The No. 7 well is show- 
ing for a light producer, and will probably 
make about 100 barrels a day. The No. 1 well 
on this tract, which was completed in the 
earlier part of the present year, was given a 
shot the past week, and it increased its pro- 
duction from 55 to 220 barrels. This same 
concern completed its No. 10 on the Choe 
Copenhaver tract and the well produced 650 
barrels. Another well that was completed is 
the second test on the Ethel Price tract, which 
is good for 175 barrels a day. The first well 
completed on this tract is the No. 3, which 
wags completed a week or so ago, and which is 
now producing 170 barrels. 

The W. S. Edwards Oil Company completed 
an initial test on the Martha E. Derrick tract 
and the well is showing for a large gasser, 
with a volume of 5,000,000 cubic feet daily. 
This well was one of the most important under 
way in the northeast direction; it is located 
on the east line of the pool and is north- 
east of the James Brown No. 1. The South 
Penn Oil Company completed their Nos, 1 and 
2 on the Bannister tract, and both wells are 
good producers. The No. 1 well was com- 
pleted first and showed a production of 300 
barrels daily. The No. 2 well came in with 
an initial production of seventy barrels an hour, 
which would mean 1,680 barrels a day if it 
kept up that rate for twenty-four hours. This 
well is located about 500 feet west of the 
Brown tract, and gives the intervening terri- 
tory a promising look. This well is in the 
northeast direction and is 800 feet north of 
the No. 1 well on the same tract.

Nothing out of the ordinary was found in any 
other section of the Little Mountain State. 
Clay, Wetzel and Lincoln counties are the most 
active, although the gas companies are very 
active in Tyler county. There are a large 
number of wildcat wells drilling in Clay 
county. Most of the work is centered near 
Porter’s Creek, just over the Kanawha county 
line. The Griffinsville field in the northern 
part of Lincoln county is also very active to 
some extent, due to the activity of the Holley 
Oil and Gas Company, the Jennings Oil Com- 
pany and the Big Creek Development Com- 
pany. More new work is under way in 
Richie than any of the three mentioned coun- 
ties, and the operators are hoping that a new 
and productive pool will be discovered before 
the close of the present year. Roane is fur- 
nishing but few completions these days, and 
a revival in that section is improbable unless 
some large wells are struck. Harrison county 
came to the front the past week by the shoot- 
ing of its old well on the G. and R. Rhienart 
farm in the old Shinnston pool, and the well 
responded by producing over 200 barrels; later 
it settled down to 150 barrels, the amount it 
is producing at the present time. This county 
is held under lease to a great extent by the 
gas concerns who discovered the Shinnston pool 
about three years ago. In Lewis, Wood, Put- 
nam and Monongalia the gas companies will 
continue active throughout the year. 


SOUTHEASTERN OHIO. 


The deep sand fields of Southeastern Ohio 
continue the most active in that section of the 
State, while the shallow sands have nothing 
to offer. Washington county has been the 
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most active in this section, and it will proba- 
bly continue so throughout the season. A little 
work is under way in Morgan, but nothing out 
of the ordinary has been found in this section 
for some time. The Gore-Straitsville field in 
Perry and Hocking county is the most prom- 
ising in the deep sand fields, as many fine 
producers are being found from time to time. 
The Gore end of the field is now showing some 
wells of gusher size. The latest and best well 
to be completed in this direction is the How- 
ard Oil Company’s test on the Alltop town 
lot, which showed for 250 barrels after being 
shot. This is the largest producer in this 
end of the field, Other good wells have been 
struck in and about ‘Gore, but nothing as yet 
to equal this well The settled production of 
this well will probably be about 125 barrels of 
the crude product a day. The following wells 
are drilling in and about Gore:—No. 26, of the 
Chartiers Company, on the Nutter lease; Lo- 
gan Natural Gas and Fuel Company Nos. 5 
and 6, on the Donaldson farm; No. 2 on the 
Hite farm and No. 3 on the Reedy farm. The 
Freehold Oil Company has started to drill on 
the Arnold farm, and the same company has 
started its initial test on the Burgess farm. 

In the town-lot development at New Straits- 
ville good producers are found now and then, 
The territory to the west now looks the most 
promising, and active operations will be car- 
ried on in that direction. The past week did 
not show up as well as the previous week, as 
not as many large producers were completed. 
One of the best wells the past week was the 
Producers’ Oil Company's test on the Fanuntz 
tract, which is good for a 65-barrel well. The 
Hemlock Oil Company completed a test on 
the Collins heirs’ tract, and this well produced 
75 barrels. The Blennerhassett Oil Company, 
a Parkersburg, W. Va., concern, completed its 
No. 4 well on the H. K. Starr farm, and the 
well will make a 50 or 60 barrel pumper in the 
Clinton formation. 

A gauge of some of the best wells in the 
Gore-Straitsville pool is as follows:—Howard 
Oil Company, No. 1 Alltop lot, 125 barrels; 
Chartiers Company, Nos. 2, 37, 38, 41 and 42, 
100, 100, 105, 137 and 140 barrels, respectively. 
Gates, Davidon & Moran, 120 barrels; Hazel- 
ton Oil Company, No. 2 H. Hazleton lot, 110 
barrels, and the Kumfort Oil Company, No. 1 
Thomas Fletcher, 105 barrels. 

The old development at Bremen and Junction 
City is also coming to the front once more 
with some good wells. The latest to be com- 
pleted in this section is the Avelon Oil and 
Gas Company’s well on the J. W. Adcock 
farm, which produced. 200 barrels the first 
twenty-four hours after being shot. This will 
propably start a revival in this section, as 
nothing has been discovered for several months, 
This pool was opened up about two years ago, 
and wells of gusher size were found, but they 
did not hold up to their production, and later 
the field was well defined in all sections. The 
high price of crude that now prevails is the 
reason for active work now under way in this 
section of Perry and Fairfield counties. 

To the north of the Gore-Straitsville pool the 
territory in Muskingum and Licking county 
looks very promising, due to* the completion 
of the Ankrum well by the Planet Oil and Gas 
Company, which is still holding up to about 
140 barrels a day. This well was completed 
several weeks ago, and the way it is holding up 
its production gives that section a bright look, 
This well is on the dividing line between Lick- 
ing and Muskingum county, where a couple of 
good producers are found. As this well is mid- 
way between the Johnson-Cone pool and the 
McCracken pool the chances for more paying 
producers looks favorable, and within the next 
ten days more will be known of the prospects 
of this territory. 


CENTRAL OHIO, 

Locations are being made and new work is 
under way and starting in all sections of the 
Central Ohio gas belt, and the month of May 
should be one of the most active in the history 
of the Central Ohio gas field& Ashland coun- 
ty will probably be the most active, although 
Knox and Licking will not be far behind. A 
great deal of attention is also being paid to 
the northern counties, including Cuyahoga, Lo- 
rain and others: Considerable new work is 
starting in and around Cleveland, where some 
fair-sized oil wells have been completed. The 
latest completion in this direction is the Pitts- 
field Gas Company's test on the J. Clark farm, 
in Russia township, which produced 15 barrels 
when drilled in. This well.is located near 
the town of Oberlin, where some work has been 
under way since last fall, but which was not 
completed due to the bad weather conditions 
that prévailed up until a few weeks ago, 

The past month in the Central Ohio gas belt 
showed a good-sized increase in completions 
and new gas production over the previous 
month's work. Ashland county, as usual, was 
the most active and furnished the most com- 
pletions with the largest gas production. Nine 
wells were completed with a new production of 
18,250,000 cubic feet of gas. Licking and Knox 
counties were next in line; the former had 
seven completions with 14,000,000 cubic feet 
of new gas production, while Knox had the 
same number of completions the wells were not 
as large and the new gas production in that 
county amounted to 9,200,000 cubic feet. Fair- 
field county sh@ws only three gas wells com- 
pleted the past month with a new gas produc- 
tion of 3,250,000 cubie feet; Hocking county 
was the least active in all sections, as only 
one gas well was completed, which showed a 
volume of 5,000,000 cubic feet of gas. The 
largest well to be completed the past month 
was in Miflin township, Ashland county, being 
the Ohio Fuel Supply Company’s test on the 
Luther Bittinger farm. Ten oil wells were 
discovered in the gas regions the past month, 
with a new production of 320 barrels. 

Only eight completions were reported from 
the gas fields the past week, Ashland and Lick- 
ing each having three, while Knox and Wayne 
each had one. All were small gas producers, 
with the exception of the one well in Wayne 
county, which was a 10-barrel producer. 


OTHER FIELDS, 

Work is becoming more active in the Illinots, 
Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky 
fields. The former has nothing to offer in the 
way of a new pool since the failure of the 
Carlyle pool, but the deep sand fields of Law- 
rence county are producing some fine wells. 
The Tiffin fields in Seneca county have revived 
work in the Northwestern Ohio field, while 
there is practically nothing doing in the once 
active Indiana field.

An oil well that is capable of producing in 
one day a crude product valued at $55,000 is 
well worth being given a leading place in the 


list of the world’s history of that industry. 
It has demonstrated that it is not only capable 
of producing 110,000 barrels of oil for one day, 
but that it can keep up that performance for 
an interminable duration; at least it kept it 


up for three months without the slightest de- 
crease of output, and during the period it ran 
wild it flooded a big scope of country with the 


fluid. It was tested after being throttled down 
for several months to a flow of about 25,006 
barrels daily, and the gauge showed that it 
still retained its original output of 110,000 
barrels daily. 

Based on a value of only 5) cents per bar-

Affairs in the various oil fields are rather 
quiet at present, due to overproduction and 


Some increased activity 
is looked for in some quarters, especially in 
those districts which produce the light refin- 
ing oil. The present graduated scale of prices 
on all oil makes the high gravity stuff a very 
attractive commodity to have. According to 
this seale, oil of 30 gravity is worth to the 
producer about 90 cents per barrel, There is 
none of this grade of oil now being burned as 
fuel It is even becoming uncommon to burn 
cil of 20 or 21 gravity. This grade of oil is 
now ‘“‘topped,’’ and the residuum which runs 
about 17 gravity is used for fuel and the 
‘‘tops’’ are sold to refiners. As a matter of 
fact. it is not likely that any pure crude will 
be used for any great length of time as a fuel. 
Its value for other purposes is now recognized, 
and time goes by the tendency will be to 
extract from the oil all there is in it of com- 
mercial value, and that means 100 per cent, 
All the large marketing concerns are now 
the refining business, or will be as soon as 
new Associated Oil Company’s plant near 
San Francisco is completed. This plant will 
have an initial capacity of 10,000 barrels a 
day, and will be gradually enlarged. This will 
place the Associated on an equal footing with 
its competitors in marketing petroleum and 
its products and will enable it to compete in 
the fuel market wtih the residuum the Stand 
ard is now putting out, Thus less and less of 
the pure crude will go into the fuel market. 
No accurate figures are now at hand, but it 
is safe to estimate that at least 50 per cent. 
ef the State’s present production is even now 
treated in some way or another before it 
reaches the markets.

Galician Petroleum Market, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and [-rug Reporter.) 


The interval has occasioned little material 
change in conditions governing the crude oil 
market, and prices remained steady at 4.35 
kronen per 100 kilos for prompt delivery. The 
production of Boryslaw-Tustanowice during 
March showed a slight increase, amounting to 
94,830 tons, as compared with 86,180 tons for 
February last. To this figure Boryslaw con- 
tributed with 14,130 tons, while Tustanowice 
was credited with 80,700 tons, so that almost 
the entire excess in production is attributable 
to Tustanowice. After the long period of de- 
cline in production of these two formerly so 
important Galician oil fields, this increase, 
small though it be, is welcome and permits 
one to conclude that in thts region there are 
still good quantities of oil. 

The boring activity in the western fields was 
very intense, especially in the territories around 
Schodnica. No important completions have 
been noted during the month under review in 
any district, nor has any remarkable event 
been reported. The following shows the situa- 
tion of the borings:— 

Boryslaw—Well No. 3, 
Naphtha Company, Galicia, reached a depth of 
1,477 meters with 5-inch casing. The boring 
was in sandstone; the production is 7,500 kilos 
aday. Well No. 9, of the same company, was 
1.537, with 4-inch casing; the boring was in 
sandstone. Well No. 14, of the same company, 
was 853 meters deep with 9%inch casing, in 
sandstone. Well No. 27, of the same company, 
was 1,360 meters deep with 4-inch casing in

Proposed Pure Food and Drug 
Legislation in Statu Quo.

Washington, May 17, 1912. 
The sub-committee of the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce of 
the House is making absolutely no 


progress in the matter of considering the 
proposed amendments to the Pure Food 
law embodied in the Richardson and 
other bills. One reason for the delay is 
the fact that the hearings which have 
been held before the committee have not 
yet been printed and muy not be until 
the latter part of next week. Copies of 
the transcribed notes of the hearings 
have been out for correction and time is 
required in which to get the copy ready 
for the printer. 

The sub-committee will act consider the 
subject until the hearings have been 
placed before the committee members in 
printed form. Several members of the 
sub-committee also have been busy dur 
ing the past week with pending legisla- 
tion on the floor relating to the Panama 
Canal, and all other questions before the 
mterstate Commerce Committee have 
been deferred until the canal bill is out 
of the way.

Nitrate Industry of Chile 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 17, 1912. 
The following facts and figures regard- 
ing the nitrate industry of Chile during 


the present year have been received at 
the Department of Commerce from Con- 
sul Winslow, at Valparaiso. These fig- 
ures cover not only production, ship- 
ments, and prices, but touch also upon 
the petroleum business as related to the 


nitrate industry:- 


The nitrate industry starts out well for 1912, 





the production being greater for the first three 
months than ever before for a like period, 
with the exportations very heavy During 
March the exports of nitrate amounted ta 
4,958,000 Spanish quintals (Spanish quintal 
equals 101.4 pounds), against 2,538,700 quin- 
tals for 1911. During March, 1912, the United 
States took 054,100 quintals, against 598,900 
quintals for the same month in 1911. The ex- 


ports of nitrate for the og nine months of 
the nitrate year ending June 30, 1912, amount- 
ed to 45,116,926 quintals, against 40,819,705 
quintals for the same time last year. 

The consumption of nitrate in the world was 
very heavy in March, 1912, reaching 10,541,904 
quintals, against 9,300,983 quintals for the same 
month of 1911. During the same time the 
United States, however, consumed only 515,750 
quintals, against 772,875 quintals for 1911. 

The price of nitrate was quoted at $1.81@1.83 

United States gold per Spanish quintal for 
March, 1912, against $1.66@1.68 for March, 
1911, and the nitrate people look for a very 
prosperous year. A strong selling propaganda 
is being pushed jointly by the Chilean govern- 
ment and the producers. 

The increased use of petroleum as fuel in 
the nitrate works will materially add to the 
profits, since it is claimed that fuel bills will be 
reduced 20 per cent., and these are important

items in the nitrate business, There are now

Canadian Standards for Edible 
Vegetable Oils. 


(Special to Oll, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 








Washington, May 17, 1912. 

The Foreign Tariff Section of the Bu- 
reau of Manufacturers is advised from 
an official Canadian source that ‘under 
the adulteration act the Canadian Gov- 
ernment has established the standards 
for edible vegetable oil as follows:—(9 
Olive oil, sweet oil, is entirely a product 
of the olive tree; its specific gravity at 
15.5 degrees C. is not less than 0.914 nor 
more than 9.9196; its specific refractive index 
at 15.5 degrees C. is not less than 1.47 nor 
more than 1.4718; it Maumene number 
lies between 42 and ! its iodine absorp- 
tion number (using the Hubl solution) 


lies between 77 per cent. and 94 per cent.; 


its saponification number (Koettstorfer 
number) lies between 185 and 195: it does 
not contain above 3.5 per cent. of free 


fatty acids. (2) Cottonseed oil is the oil 
obtained from the seeds of cotton plants 
and subjected to refining processes; it ig 
free from rancidity; its specific gravity 
at 15.5 degrees C. is hetween 0.9216 and 
0.98; its refractive index (at 25 degrees C.), 
is not less than 1.47 and not more than 
1.4725, and its iodine number is not less 
than 104 and not more than 110 (Hubli 
solution). 

“Either of the above may be sold as 
salad oil, but when cottonseed oil is of- 
fered as salad oil, the fact that the ar- 
ticle is cottonseed oil must be declared 
on the label. Mixtures of cottonseed oil 
with olive oil must be so declared on the 
label.

Major F. H. Bailey. 


Major F. H tailey, who has been ac- 
tively identified with the cottonseed oil 
industry for the last twenty-five years, 
died on May 15 at Paris, Texas, after

In addition he re- 
tained a directorship in oil mills at 
Clarksville, Annona, New Boston, Enloe 
and Cooper, Texas 

Mr. juiley became a member of the 
Texas Cottonseed Crushers’ Association 
soon after building the Clarksville mill 
and served as president and as a mem- 
ber of all of its committees. He first 
attended an Interstate Cottonseed Crush- 
ers’ Association convention in May, 1901, 
at New Orleans, where he was a member 
of the Governing Committee. He soon 
became a prominent factor in the affairs 
of the assoication, serving on many of the 
committees, and at the 1%6 meeting was 
chosen president In his various associa- 
tions with cottonseed organizations he has 
been recognized as a zealous and ef- 
fective worker for the interest and pro- 
motion of the industry. He gave much of 


his time and undoubted ability to the 
cause, and his name has been closely 
linked with the record of achievements 
during recent years. He served in the 
Civil War on the Confederate side and 
rose to the rank of major. Four sons 
and a daughter survive him. His wife

Last Wednesday marked the close of 
one of the most unsatisfactory sealing 
seasons that Newfoundland has known 
in many years.

China Wood Oil Arbitration Failed 


on Purity Question. - 
The arbitration over the question of 
purity of China wood oil on a delivery 


by the American Trading Company to T. 
R. Goodlatte & Sons, of this city, which 
has been pending at the New York Prod- 


uce Exchange for the last two weeks, 
was settled on Wednesday by a decision 
to the effect that the evidence adduced 


failed to establish the purity of the oil in 
question. The American Trading Com- 
pany regarded the action of the arbitra- 
tors as a compromise and one that jus- 
tified a compromise in the settlement of 
any claim on behalf of Goodlatte & Sons. 
The contract specified fifty tons of pure 
and vnadulterated Hankow oil, fair 
average quality, at 9c. per pound, Ray- 
mond R. Goodlatte was the first witness 
for his side. He stated that he had pur- 
chased the oil in question and that par- 
ticular reference was made as to its pur- 
iiv. By the time the oil arrived here 
early in January of the present year, Mr. 


Goodlatte said that the market had risen 
to I4c. The term, fair average quality, 
he construed as applying to the paleness 
and filtration of the oil and not to the 
question of adulteration. Robert A. 
Worstall, of Chicago, an expert witness 
for Goodlatte & Sons, testified that from 
14” to August or September, 1911, China 
wood of] importations had shown a uni- 
form character and he attributed the 


change in the oil which arrived the latter 


part of 1911 to adulteration by Chinese 
who were trying to stretch the amount 
of oil due on contracts. Of four samples 
taken from the importation in issue, Mr. 
\Worstall’s tests were as follows:—

oil was .16. Mr. Worstall regarded the 
physical tests, such as drying and heat- 
ing, the more important and stated that 
at 540 degrees K', pure oil should solidify 
dry as bread in 7 to 7% minutes. The 
chemical tests of China wood oil, he tes- 
tified, would be satisfied on an adultera- 
tion of 15 per cent. of tallowseed oil, but 


the presence of the adulterant would be 
readily detected on the heat test. : 
Charles V 3acon, another expert for 


Goodlatte & Sons, placed much value up- 
on the viscosity test, which in pure China 
wood oil, he said, showed the highest of 
any known oils, except castor oil, at 735. 
The units of other oils were 224 for rape 


seed and tea seed, 170 for tallowseed and 
146 for bean oil. With an adulteration of 
6 per cent, of tallowseed oy bean oil in 
China wood oil the viscosity is reduced 
to 637, while 10 per cent. adulteration 
would bring it to 588, the reduction being 


lessened in proportion to the increase in 
the percentage of adulteration. By this 
method, Mr. Bacon declared, that there 


was proof of 15 to 20 per cent. adultera- 

tion in the oil under dispute. His chemi-

Mr. Patterson testified that he had tested 
the tour samples of the oil in question, 
but as he declined to state the methods 
tests, his testimony was ruled in- 
admissible. 

+. A. Cundill testified as the represen- 
tative of the American Trading Company, 
who had sold the oil which was the sub- 





ject of the arbitration, and he gave the 
details of the contract. He was follow- 
ed by Dr. Parker, C. Mellhiney, who 
stated that he had analyzed the 


four samples, using all known and cap- 
able tests, which failed to prove in any 
sample the presence of any but pure 
wood oil. He criticised the results of the 
tests submitted by the experts for Good- 
latte & Sons as failing to recognize the 
limits of natural variation of which pure 
wood oil is capable and suggested that 
the shipments of oil from which they 
have examined a great many were made 
up of a considerable number of varieties 
of oil, all of them pure but differing 
among themselves, the natural differences 
of the original lots of oil having been 
entirely obliterated by mixing them to- 
gether. Question was also raised by Dr. 
Mclihiney as to the value of tests which 
could not detect the so-called adulterating 
substance. On the generally recognized 
chemical constants of China wood oil, the 
witness testified that the specific grav- 
ity of pure oil varied from 936 to 944, the 


iodine number from 154 to 170 and the 
saponification unit from 19 to 197. He 
regarded the viscosity and refractive in- 
dex tests of value if the limits of nat- 
ural variation could be established. Dr. 
Mellhiney stated that commercial China 
wood oil came from at least two trees 
and that the oils from these trees, al- 


though quite similar in their general prop- 


erties, showed distinct differences und 
that the variation in the characteristics 
of pure oil could be further reasonably 
accounted for by the difference in the 
time of shipments. Results of tests of 
oil of established purity, as described 
at the Seventh International Congress 


of Applied Chemistry in London in 1909, 


Dr. Mellhiney' testified, had shown a 
range of .$3464.9428 in specific gravity, 
whereas a minimum unit for pure oil 
was declared to be .939 by one of the 
experts for Goodlatte & Sons.

Paint Companies Plead Guilty to 
Violation of Insecticide Law. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, May 16, 1912. 
The Sherwin-Williams Company and the 
Devoe & Raynolds Company to-day plead- 
ed guilty before United States District 
Judge Carpenter to the charge of adulter- 


ation of poisons used by farmers for 
bug extermination and were fined $25 and 
costs each. 


In making the fine light, the court took 
the stand, as did the government's prose- 


cuting attorney, that there was no evi- 
dent intention of fraud on the part of 
the defendants. 

The suit was the first brought by the 


government under the new insecticide law 
enacted by Congress April 26, 1910, de- 
signed to protect the farmer from the sale 
of impure poisons used in the destruc- 
tion of insects on trees and plants. 

The samples on which the charges were 
based were taken at Omaha a year ago, 
since which time, it is claimed by the 
paint manufacturers involved, there has 
been no indication that the manufactur- 
ers were not complying with the strict 
letter of the law as nearly as was pos- 
sible under existing conditions. 

The Sherwin-Williams Company 
charged with the adulteration of lead ar- 
senate, an insect exterminator, while the 
charge against the Devoe & Raynolds 
Company was for the adulteration of paris 
green and lead arsenate. 

The defendants had the samples on 
which the government charges were based 
analyzed and found that the government 
analyscs were correct, This actuated them 
in pleading guilty rather than standing 
trial, as it was their expressed intention 
to assist the government as much as pos- 
sible in securing a product that came up 
to the requirements of the new law. They 
were also instrumental in the passage of 
the law. 

In the Sherwin-Williams case there were 


was 


two kinds of lead arsenate—acid arsenate 
of lead and neutral arsenate of lead. The 
government was inclined to take a le- 
nient view of the violation because it is 
hard to keep the arsenate strictly up to 
grade. In the Sherwin-Williams case it 
was just slightly under. The same was 
true of the Devoe & Raynolds case, ex- 
cept in the case of paris green. This was 
adulterate’ because it did not contain 
enough arsenic oxid. 

In commenting on the case, counsel for 
the Devoe & Raynolds Company said it 
was clearly not the intent of either of 
the companies to adulterate the product, 


but the tests were made in large batches 
and consequently the slight deflection 
from the government's requirements 
passed unnoticed, This difficulty, he be- 
lieves, will remain until some new ma- 
chinery is devised. Some changes in the 
requirements of the statute, it was in- 


timated, will be asked of the government 
in the near future on account of these 
difficulties for complying with the analy- 
sis contained in the act.

To Determine Legal Status of 
Pipe Lines. 


PROBABILITY OF LONG CONTROVERSY 
OVER QUESTION AS TO COMMON 
CARRIER RECOGNITION, 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 17, 1912. 

Whatever may be the relative status of 
the various pipe lines in the country with 
respect to the question whether they may 
or may not be common carriers in the 
commou law sense of the term, or whether 
they may ultimately be cumpelled to be- 
come common carriers under the pro- 
visions of the law of Congress, there is 
certain to be, as the outcome of the pres- 
ent hearings and investigation by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission into this 
question, a long and hotly contested legal 
battle, which may not be determined until 
it is finally heard and decided in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 

Some time ago the Interstate Commerce 
Commission started upon a series of hear- 
ings and investigation into the conditions 
with respect to the pipe lines in all parts 
of the country, notably in the Pennsyl- 
vania, Oklahoma and Pacific Coast fields, 
and hearings were conducted in all these 
sections on behalf of the commission by 
Commissioner Lane. Before these hear- 
ings were concluded it became, in the 
opinion of the commission, a question to 
be first determined what the legal status 
of the various pipe lines should be, in 
contemplation of the law of Congress. 
Pursuant to a determination of the legal 
principles involved, a series of questions 
were propounded by the commission to the 
various corporations, owners of pipe lines, 
both the Standard and independent com- 
panies and others, that either have been, 
are now, or formerly were common car- 
riers in the common law sense of the 
term. These questions brought briefs and 
legal arguments from the representatives 
of the Standard and other lines which 
were formally presented to tne commis- 
sion during the past week, and arguments 
were also made along various phases of 
these legal questions which amounted in 
all practically to arguments upon demur- 
rer as to the legal status of these corpo- 
rations toward the commission, the pub- 
lic and Congress. 

It developed in this hearing that some 
of the pipe line companies represented 
that they were in no sense common Car- 





riers; that their franchises were not se- 
cured hor the process under which they 
were formed as corporations such as to 


constitute them in any sense common car- 
riers, Other pipe line companies, through 
their representatives, asserted that while 
at one time they were in the common law 
sense common carriers, in that they held 
out to the public representations of will- 
ingness to carry oil for anybody, that 
such common carrier features of their ex- 
istence had been abandoned and they are 
now engaged in carrying oil as a part of 
their own business, either as sellers of 
erude oil or as refiners. Then representa- 
tions were made by some of the pipe lines, 
which occupied in a legal sense the status 
of a common carrier in that they offer te 
carry oil for the public generally and 
tiled tariffs with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission making rates for such car- 
riage for oil, of propositions submitted as 
answers to the questions of law by the 
commission to the effect that unless all 
carriers of oil were held to be common 
carriers it would be unjust and unequal 
to hold them to be such common carriers. 

These arguments as they were present- 
ed to the commission constituted the last 
official act with respect to the pipe line 
inquiry, and the arguments developed a 
line of opinion which indicates that there 
is a grave question in the minds of some 
of the attorneys whether the act of Con- 
gress which, in effect at least, aims to 
hold all pipe lines to be common carriers 
is not a violation of the Constitution of 
the United States. The point made with 
respect to this feature of the matter is 
that where a pipe line or other carrier 
does not hold out representations of will- 
ingness to transact business for the pub- 
lic, has no franchise for such public. busi- 
ness, nor its corporate existence does not 
in any form represent it to be a common 
carrier, it cannot be made such by a law 
of Congress. The contrary opinion is held 
by some attorneys, the basis of which 
opinion is that Congress has power to de- 
clare what is interstate commerce and 
who are engaged therein, and that a law 
declaring the carrier to be a common car- 
rier would make it such provided any 
rules and regulations or questions of rates

probably will do, the position it takes with 
respect to these legal questions. In other 
words, it probably is unnecessary for the 
commission to proceed further with inqui- 
ries as to conditions existing among va- 
rious pipe lines or as to the rates of car- 
riage that would be imposed upon the 
pipe lines in conducting oil from one point 
to another, until it shall be finally deter- 
mined whether the law of Congress mak- 
lines common carriers is to be 
sustained as a constitutional act where 
representations are made that the carrier 
is not in any sense, as a matter of fact, 
a common carrier, The indications are 
that the commission wiil decide this 
question as a matter of law, and that 
however the case may be decidel, it will 
go to the Supreme Court of the United 
States for final determination. In other 
words, there is not likely to be any fur- 
ther hearings or investigation Into the pipe

Regulations for Varnish Exports. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 17, 1912. 

The issue raised regarding the exporta- 
tion ef varnishes under certain conditions 
has been decided by the United States 
Steamboat Inspection Service in such 
form as ta permit the loading upon ves- 
sels for export varnishes, the packing of 
which complies with the regulations made 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

There is an interesting question which 
arises in dealing with the exportation of 
varnishes in that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has no direct control 
of export shipments, but does make reg- 
ulations regarding inflammable materials 
shipped in interstate commerce. ‘The 
question having been raised in the Steam- 
boat Inspection Service whether ships 
that carry passengers would be permit- 
ted to carry such inflammable materials 
as varnishes, the Inspection Service first 
issued an order under date of April 1, 
prohibiting such loading of varnishes on 
passenger ships in the export business. 
Upon further investigation of the sub 
jects, however, the Inspection Service 
has rescinded the former order and issued 
another which is regarded as more favor- 
able to the varnish exporters than they 
had asked for. In other words, the ship- 
ping of all varnishes is permissible under 
the order now made by the Steamboat 
Inspection Service, if the packing of the 
varnishes complies with the regulations 
made by the Interstate Commerce Com 
mission. 

It is understood that the varnish manu- 
facturers, being thoroughly familiar with 
the character of packing required for 
varnishes in the interstate commerce 
trade, will easily be able to comply with 
the requirement with respect to the var- 
nishes to be loaded on ships for export.

Legislation to Regulate Opium 
Traffic Backward.

Washington, May 1i, 1912. 


So much delay is being caused by the 
unsettled policy of the Democratic ma- 
jority in the House that there is no cer- 
tainty that the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee will take any action at the present 
session regarding opium legislation along 
the lines of the bill prepared by the com- 
mittee representing the government to 
carry out the provisions of The Hague 
conference as to international traffic in 
opium.

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Talc and Soapstone Productien. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 17, 1912. 
in a monograph just issued by the 
United States Geological Survey there is 
given a resume of the production of tale 
aid soapstone in the United States dur- 








ing 1911. This report is prepared for the 
Survey by J. S. Diller, It shows that 
New York, Vermont and Virginia range 
first in the output of these products. 


Further, regarding the production in dif- 
ferent States and the uses to which tale 
and soapstone are put, this report says:— 


With the exception of a small production in 
California, the entire output of tale and soap- 
stone in the United States is limited to a 
comparatively narrow belt of ancient crystal- 
jine rocks running through the Atlantic States 
from Massachusetts and Vermont to Georgia. 
The producing States are Georgia, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, New York, North 


Carolina, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Ver- 
mont and Virginia.

More than 43 per cent, of the total ovtput of 
the United States came from New Yerk, the 
total production of which State, with one new 
producer and a former producer idle, declined 
about 13 per cent. in quantity and 16 per cent, 
in value. The variation in the production of 
the different States, although in part owing to 
irregularities in the available deposits which 
are large, depends also upon the market de- 
mand, and the declines were gencrally as- 
cribed to dull business. The stock reported on 
hand was larger than in 1910. 

The supply of best grades of tale in the 
United States, such as are used for toilet pow- 
ders, electric insulators, gas tips and the like. 
is not nearly equal to the demand. Such 
grades are imported chiefly from Italy and 
France. 
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Flax Crop Prospects. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 15, 1912. 
Grain interests at Minneapolis say that 
the present rainy, cool weather will un- 
doubtedly result in an inerease in the 
area sown in flax. It has enabled new 
settlers and farmers in South Dakota to 
break up more land than originally in- 
tended. In addition, land that would 
have been sown to wheat and other 
cereals had the weather been warm and 
favorable, will now be seeded to flax. 
Seed houses here report continued good 
inguiry and large shipments of seed flax 


to South Dakota. 
While it is too early yet to gain any 
pointers as to the probable acreage in 


Minnesota, it is said that the acreage in 
this State will hardly be as large as in 
iormer years. On the other hand, Mon- 
tana will increase its acreage perceptibly, 
which will more than offset any possible 
decrease in Minnesota. Montana, being 
a new State, has been free of flax wilt 


and other diseases which cut down the 
yield, and farmers have obtained high 
prices for their flax crops. This will en- 


courage them to sow more this year, and 
the land available for flax is almost un- 


limited. In Idaho, too, it is said prep- 
arations are under way to plant much 
flax. 

North Dakota, it is believed, has suf- 


ficient seed to meet its requirements this 
spring. Inquiry for seed from. there this 
spring has been light, doubtless on this 
account. Advices received from a good 
many North Dakota counties state that 
new breakings are large and that indica- 


tions are for a material increase in flax 
acreage there. 

It is understood that linseed oil inter- 
ests are prepared to distribute large 


quantities of selected seed flax through- 
out the Northwest. This was done last 
year, but plans are laid for going forward 
with the work on a larger scale this year.

Though still handicapped by the dis- 
tracting influence of the Presidential 
campaign, and by the depressing effect 
upon sentiment exerted by the long- 
continued rain and inclement weather 
in the East, which has withheld a sea- 
sonable demand for many commodities, 
the wholesale drug trade appears to 
have suffered less from these restrict- 
ing factors in the business situation 
than most other industries within the 
week. Individual orders have con- 
tinued small, but the aggregate has 
reached fairly satisfactory proportions 
in a majority of instances, and the 
trade maintains a cheerful attitude and 
a firm belief that greater activity will 
soon be recorded. Little or no atten- 
tion is now paid to talk of possible 
tariff revision, as it is now considered 
almost certain that no further effort 
will be made at the present session of 
Congress to amend Schedule A of the 
Aldrich-Payne law. The recent re- 
opening of the Dardanelles will proba- 
bly make communication with the pri- 
mary markets for opium much easier 
than it has been for several weeks, 
and the prospect for a speedy settle- 
ment of the anthracite coal strike in 
this country and for an adjustment of 
the shipping troubles in Great Britain 
are likewise reassuring the manufac- 
turers of medicinal coal-tar products 
and importers of English goods of bet- 
ter times to come. 

Price movements within the interval 
have been principally in favor of sell- 
ers, including sharp advances in san- 
tonine, bromides, Canada and Oregon 
fir balsams, balsam tolu, jalap root, 
glucose, grape sugar and short buchu 
leaves. Only partially offsetting these 
advances, there have been reductions in 
quotations for Russian and Spanish er- 
got, thymol, Tahiti vanilla beans, 
prickly ash berries, anise oil, Para bal- 
sam copaiba, carbolic acid and Ceylon 
citronella oil. 

The principal changes which have 
been made in prices within the week 
follow :—

Though further evidence of a weaker 
undertone in the primary markets has 
been received here within the week 
from cablegrams and letters which 
have passed through the hands of cen- 
sors in Smyrna and Constantinople, 
there has been no additional lowering 
of prices in the local market. The 
leading importer of the gum is now 
quoting $6.50 in case lots without 
obtaining any business worthy of men- 
tien at that figure and other dealers 
continue to offer their accumulations 
at $6.25 for case and jobbing lots, whiie 
quotations for powered and granular 
grades remain unchanged at $8.25@8.35. 
As the reopening of the Dardanelles, 
which was closed when the Italian war- 
ships engaged in the present hostilities 
there, has just been ordered by the 
Porte and the isolation of Turkey from 
the Mediterranean has thus been 
broken up, it is expected that more 
illuminating advices from the primary 
centers will soon become available. At 
present there are many vague rumors 
of damage to the growing poppy crop 
by locusts, which are said to have ap- 
peared in great numbers in some of 
the crop districts, and although little 
credence is given to these reports they 
have not vet been refuted authorita- 
tively because of the recent difficulties 
attending the sending of cable mes- 
sages from Smyrna and Constaiti? 
nople. A good deal of quiet purchas- 
ing is also reported in the primary 
centers, but details as to these trans- 
actions have not been obtainabie here 
At the close of the week it was re- 
ported that an equivalent of $6.35, 
landed here, was being quoted in the 
primary centers on good Turkey drug- 
gists’ grades, but the only authentic 
advice on prices in these centers men- 
tioned figures considerably below that 
level. As far a8 can be ascertained 
from reliable sources, the crop pros- 
pects continue favorable and_ the 
Smyrna Chamber of Commerce still 
looks for a yield of more than 7,000 
cases, of 160 pounds each, including 
the Salonica crop. Reports on the 
amount of gum in bond at the port of 
Boston, as of April 30, state that the 
bonded warehouses there were bare 


of stocks, although at the correspond- 
ing date last year there were 1,331 
pounds in bond, valued at $3,573. At 
the local port gum in bond on the last 
day of last month was reported by 
the collector as amounting to 21,520 
pounds, valued at $112,352, as com- 
pared with 24,165 pounds, valued at 
$88,086, at the corresponding time last 
year. The following table, showing 
the amount and value of opium in 
bond at this port at the close of each 
month, for the last fifteen months, is 
appended as a basis of comparison:—

If such 
proves to be the case a reaction must be 
looked for later on, and probably during the 
summer business will be transacted at 20s. to 
25s., as to quality. 

Nominal prices to-day are from 18s. to 19s. 
sd. for old and new druggists’, 14s. to 17s. 
for common grades and 21s. to 22s, for Yerlis. 

Arrivals to date have amounted to 1,162 
cases, as compared with 4,509 for the corre- 
sponding period last year.

GLUCOSE.—A downward movement 
of prices has been made by all the lead- 
ing manufacturers of corn syrup and 
corn sugar, in recognition of the re- 
cent material reduction in the cost of 
corn. This lowering of quotations has 
amounted to 14c. and has made the re- 
vised figure on glucose of 42 degrees 
mixing, $2.53 per 100 pounds, and that 
on grape sugar of 70 degrees $2.62. 

GLYCERINE.—Thougn an easier un- 
dertone is noted in the Paris market 
for the lye and saponification grades, 
both foreign and domestic manufac- 
turers are holding their prices firmly 
on the dynamite and chemically pure 
as well as on the other grades, and are 
obtaining a moderate volume of busi- 
ness at the figures reached in the re- 
cent advance. A few domestic refiners 
continue to offer C. P. in bulk at 19c. 
on large lots, but the majority are ask- 
ing 19%4c., even on such quantities, and 
are quoting 19%c. for small lots. In 
cans, some manufacturers are quoting 
20c. for large amounts of C. P., but 
most of the refiners are asking 20%c. 
up to 20%c. Immediately available 
stocks of dynamite have been reduced 
to meager proportions and are being 
held at 18%@19c. A gigantic quantity 
of the dynamite grade has been em- 
ployed in the excavation of the Pan- 
ama canal and in mining operations 
since the opening of the season. Crude 
lye and saponification continue to be 
quoted in the local market at 15%4%@ 
15%c., and at 164%@17\c., respectively. 
Recent arrivals at the local port have 
included 86 casks of saponification 
from Marseilles, and 5 casks from 
Havre, as well as 87 drums of soap lyes 
from London. 

Our Paris and Dusseldorf correspon- 
dents advise us by mail on the con- 
dition of the European markets ,as fol- 
lows:— 

Paris, May 3, 1912. 

The position of the European glycerine mar- 
ket is somewhat uncertain, as prospective buy- 
ers have lowered their limits during thu last 
few days and sellers have been loath to shade 
their quotations. 

Some transactions have been effected in sa- 
ponification, however, at 147 francs per kilo 
and in lye at 132% francs per kilo, for deliv- 
eries throughout the remainder of this year 
and during next year under the usual condi- 
tions; that is, with new iron drums included 
and payments.to be made at 90 days’ sight, 
eost and freight New York. 

Diisseldorf, May 6, 1912. 

The position of the market here has been 
unchanged throughout the last week. There 
is only a small amount of business going 
through, although higher prices have been bid 
for soap lye for next year’s deliveries over 
those hitherto quoted for this year’s delivery. 

In Germany only a few soapmakers are 
manufacturing soap, the lye grade, the greater 
part having adopted the saponification process. 

The fact that both distilled and dynamite 
grades are neglected has brought a complete 
withdrawal of distillers. On the other hand, 
manufacturers of crude qualities do not like to 
accept lower prices. 

It is reported that there are sellers of the 
dynamite grade for deliveries over 1914 on a 
parity of 70 marks f. o. b. English port, but so 
far there have been no buyers for this position. 

ISINGLASS.—A more active demand 
is noted for Japanese as well as for 
Russian and American grades at pre- 
vious prices. The first of the new crop 
Japanese offerings have arrived at the 
local port on the steamship Karonda. 
Most of the new goods are of low 
quality, but are finding a ready mar- 
ket. Arrivals of 80 bales of Japanese 
from Kobe, 54 cases from Calcutta, 22 
bales from Rotterdam and 3 cases from 
Southampton have been noted at the 
local port within the week. 

MENTHOL.—As_ spot stocks are 
concentrated in a few hands, prices are 
being very firmly maintained in the 
local market at $6.50 up to $7. Japan 
operators report a brisk inquiry for 
July delivery from New York and are 
quoting an import price of $6.75. It is 
considere? doubtful, however, whether 
the present comparatively high prices 
will be hell throughout the summer, as 
new crop contracts calling for deliver- 
ies this fall are already being taken in 
Japan at $5.50. Exports from Japan 
during February are reported to have 
amounted to 18,969 kin, making total

marking up of prices has been in- 
dulged in by the three German manu- 
facturers who enjoy a virtual monop- 
oly of the production of this drug 
under the auspices of the Russian gov- 
ernment. This latest, and presum- 
ably the last for some time, of the 
advances in quotations has amounted 
to 20 marks per kilo, equivalent to 
$2.20 a pound, and has carried prices 
upward to $22.75@22.95, as to quantity, 
for crystals in bulk, and to $22,95@ 
23.15 for the powdered grade. 

THYMOL.—More liberal offerings 
have compelled the leading foreign 
manufacturers, who advanced their 
prices sharply to $1.50 a fortnight ago, 
to shade that figure to $1.35 in order 
to obtain such business as is now 
available.

Stocks on 
hand in that center on April 30 are 
shown to have amounted to 248 tons, 
as compared with 377 tons for the 
corresponding period last year. 

CINCHONA.—Though the recent 
phenomenally sharp advances in prices 
obtained at the Amsterdam and Lon- 
don bark sales’ suggest a com- 
mensurate uplift of prices here as soon 
as stocks have been sufficiently re- 
duced, no change has yet been made 
in quotations on any of the grades and 
only a meager volume of business is 
being done even at the present com- 
paratively low figures. 

Herries. 

CUBEB.—A fair jobbing demand is 
noted at previous figures. London re- 
ports deliveries for April as amount- 
ing to 46 bags and stocks on hand as 
of the close of last month as reaching 
86 bags, compared with 43 bags at the 
corresponding time last year. 

FISH.—Moderate purchasing of coc- 
culus-indicus continues to be recorded 
in the local market at 44@4%c., accord- 
ing to quantity. London reports stocks 
on hand, as of April 30, amounting to 
40,300 bags, as compared with none at 
the corresponding date last year. 

JUNIPER.—Gin distillers and other 
consumers are buying fair-sized quan- 
tities of high quality offerings at 3%c. 
and 3%c., but some berries are avail- 
able as low as 3%c. Arrivals of 125 
bags from Genoa have been recorded 
within the week. 

PRICKLY ASH.—The almost com- 
plete cessation of buying operations 
and the consequent further accumula- 
tion of these berries has induced local 
holders to shade their prices 5c. more 
to 30@35c., as to quantity and quality. 


Beans. 


CALABAR. — Hamburg reports a 
brisk consuming demand and_ thd 
speedy absorption of all arrivals at 
full prices. Local holders continue to 
quote 70@75c., however, and are obtain- 
ing only a moderate volume of orders 
at these figures. 

TONKA.—As it now appears certain 
that the 1912 yield of Angosturas will 
be exceedingly small for a _ triennial 
crop and will probably not exceed 100,- 
000 pounds, as compared with 650,000 
pounds three years ago, local operators 
continue to hold their prices very firm- 
ly at $5.50. Some estimates on this 
year’s crop run as low as 55,000 pounds, 
but it is understood that the gatherers 
are planning to make every effort to 
swell the harvest, exploring further up 
the Oronoco River than ever before in 
the hope of obtaining a larger quantity 
of the beans than is now promised. It 
is apparent, however, that, even if the 
gathering reaches larger proportions 
than indicated at this time, there will 
be few of the beans available for the 
open market, as the leading snuff and 
smoking tobacco interests, whose sup- 
plies are greatly depleted, intend to 
buy up at least 90 per cent. of .he new 
crop. Quotations on Paras and crystal- 
ized Surinams remain unchanged at 
$1.50@1.75 and $2@2.25, respectively. 

VANILLA.—Though no _ additional 
lots of the 1911 crop Mexican whole 
beans have been bought or contracted 
for within the interval by New York 
operators, it is expected that a large 
number of the 30-days’ options, recently 
secured on several of the curings in the 
Papantla district, will be exercised be- 
fore their expiration on the last day of 
this month and that the purchases of 
the whole beans will thereby be aug-

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mented materially. French operators 
have entered the Mexican whole bean 
markets in the Papantla and Zamora 
districts within the last fortnight and 
have obtained some high grade beans 
which are greatly desired by the first- 
class chocolate manufacturers ot 
France and Germany and which were 
virtually unprocurable last year. It 
is impossible to ascertain the exact ex- 
tent of these takings, however, and to 
date purchases of the 1911 crop whole 
beans are figured, exclusive of the 
French purchases, only 60,000 pounds 
out of a total yield of 240,000 pounds. 

All but 15,000 to 20,000 pounds of the 
75,000 pounds of the cuts have already 
been bought by New York operators, 
however, and the unsold remainder as 
well as the bulk of the whole beans 
will undoubtedly be called for soon 
despite the present comparatively high 
prices asked for them. The only thing 
now required to augment the demand 
is more seasonably warm weather, 
which will cause a run on soda, ice 
cream and confectionery products, in 
which vanilla is extensively used, and 
thereby exhaust the stocks of extract 
held by the supply houses. The long 
continued drought in the producing 
districts has so far kept the vines, 
Which are to bear the 1912 crep, from 
flowering as well as usual at this time 
of the year, and it is feared that unless 
this dry spell is relieved by thoroughly 
saturating rains before the end of this 
month, the yield of this year’s beans 
will reach only small proportions. This 
suggested shortage in the 1912 crop, 
though not expected to materialize, has 
caused the curers to assume very firm 
views on the situation and has made 
them steadfast in their determination 
not to sell their offerings at less than 
$4 in the producing districts. In some 
instances the curers are planning to 
hold their 1911 whole beans over until 
next year unless the present drought 
is broken before the end of this month. 
There are now no whole beans or cuts 
in the hands of the Indians and other 
planters, as the curers and Mexican 
operators have everything in their own 
hands and are becoming inclined to 
speculate, especially in the cuts for 
which they are now obtaining the 
equivalent of about $6.25 in silver or 
$3.12146 in gold. Local operators con- 
tinue to quote $4@5 for Mexican whole 
beans and 3$3.60@3.75 for the cuts. 

While the French operators have 
been purchasing some high grades 
Mexican beans to fill the requirements 
of the discriminating French and Ger- 
man chocolate makers, several New 
York operators have made purchases 
of Bourbon beans in the Paris market 
amounting to about 10,000 pounds and 
it is expected that further purchases 
for American account will soon be re- 
corded in that center. The operators 
in the Paris and other French markets 
still hola very firm views on the situ- 
ation, although stocks in the French 


custom houses now aggregate 90,000 


kilos, or about 198,000 pounds, as a large 
percentage of these stocks have already 
heen sold and are merely awaiting pay- 
ment of the duty thereon and with- 
drawal from the bonded warehouses, 
while the requirements of French and 
German chocolate makers are confi- 
dently ccunted upon to absorb all the 
hitherto unsold remainder. Local oper- 
ators now quote Bourbons at $3.65@4.50, 
according to quality. Estimates on the 
new Bourbon crop generally forecast 
a vield of 260,000 kilos or about 572,900 
pounds, an amount considerably in ex- 
cess of the 1911 harvest. Recent ar- 
rivals at the local port have included 
4 cases from Marseilles, 35 cases from 
Havre and 2 cases from Colombo. 

Our Paris correspondent advises us 
by mail as follows:— 


Paris, May 3, 1912. 


The market here continues very firm, with an 
active business under way between operators 
and merchants. The figure of 35 francs re- 
cently paid for 5,000 kilos in the Bourbons, 
which seems calculated to prevent for a long 
time a recession in prices, has exerted a fa- 
vorable influence upon this market. There oc- 
curred in London on the first of this month an 
auction sale at which 257 boxes were offered 
and sold, of which 221 boxes were marketed at 
prices above those obtained at the previous 
sale. Of the 48 boxes of Mauritius beans of- 
fered at this sale, all found takers at 13s. 6d. 
“18s., according to length for small firsts and 
at 13s.@15s. for splits and ordinary grades. 
Of the 131 boxes of Madagascar beans offered 
at this sale, 117 were sold at 12s.@I17s. 64., 
according to length, for firsts and from Ils. 
6d.@14s. for splits and ordinary grades. At 
this auction, moreover, 29 boxes of Seychelles 
were taken at 13s. 6d@16s. for firsts to 12s.@ 
15s. 6d. for ordinary grades. Sixteen boxes of 
Tahiti have recently been sold at 10s. 64.@ 
14s. for partly sound grades and at 7s. 6d. for 
average grades There has also been sold of 
late 9 boxes of St. Lucia beans out of 25 
boxes offered. These beans, however, were 
only partially cured; that is to say, they had 
been sealded but not dried. It is to be hoped 
in the interest of the bean trade that hereafter 
consignments so defective will not be able to 
find a market, but that they will have to be 
returned and their curing completed. A price 
of 5s. for such beans is too much, as it would 
require 3 to 4 kilos of such beans in their 
wet state to make a single kilo of dry beans. 


South Americans are selling only in 
small quantities because of the belated 
spring season, which has withheld the 
customary demand for them. Quota- 
tions continue to cover a range from 
$3.60 to $4. Arrivals of 3 cases from 
Guadaloupe have been noted at the 
local port within the interval.

Sterling exchange rates 
for actual business were quoted $4.8685 
@4.8695 for demand bills. Bar silver 
was quoted at 61%c. and Mexican dol- 
lars at 48@52c. 

Although week end security quota- 
tions disclose little material change, 
small net losses predominated, and the 
feeling at the close was uncertain. 
The political situation is causing some

Writing from Nice, France, Consul Wil- 
liam D. Hunter elaborately reviews, in a 
communication to the Bureau of Manu- 
factures, Department of Commerce and 
Lubor, the essential oil industry of the 
Riviera. 

Mr. Hunter states that the changes in 
the perfumery industry on the Riviera 
during the past few years, due to the 
formation of associations or syndicates, 
both of the flower growers and of the 
perfume manufacturers, have not modi- 
fied to any great extent the conditions 
existing previous to their organization. A 
company with a capital of $2,702,000 is be- 
ing formed by the two principal manufac- 
turers of that region, and it is supposed 
that this combine will greatly influence 
the future development of the perfume 
industry, as these two firms control about 
one-fourth of the total export of this 
commodity to the United States. 

in «a general review of the operations of 
the association, known as _ the. flower 
growers, the report by Mr. Hunter dis- 
cusses the orange flower syndicate, the 
Jasmine and perfumers’ syndicates, ana 
refers to various other organizations and 
the prevailing prices of essential oils and 
perfumes in the Riviera district. Mention 
is also made to the oil of violets and the 
prevailing prices thereon. 

Mr. Hunter says that the syndicates 
that are being organized cannot compete 
successfully with the perfume manufac- 
turers, as the former handle the products 
of only one flower, while the latter can 
utilize the services of their employes and 
their machinery during the whole year 
for the manufacture of essences from va- 
rious kinds of flowers. He says the flower 
Syndicates have at present on hand a 
stock of neroli estimated at 8,818 pounds, 
which they are offering to the manufac- 
turers at a cash price of 400 franes per 
kilo, or $35.02 per pound, without finding 
buyers. After referring to the orange 














flower syndicate as above, the report 
says:— 
More successful than the orange flower com- 


bine has been the syndicate of the jasmine 
growers, which has been able to find several 
large customers at Paris who are willing to 
buy at remunerative prices the association's 
entire present output of concrete of jasmine. 
The syndicate controls about one-tenth of the 
production of the jasmine flower and has not 
been able to obtain many new members, as the 
experience of the orange flower association 
has increased the number of growers who pre- 
fer the direct contract system. There is a 
union of rose and violet growers, but it con- 
trols too small an amount of the total crop 
of these flowers to be able to influence, to any 
extent, the existing market prices. 

The manufacturers of perfumery have also 
formed an association called Syndicat des Par- 
fumeurs. This was founded to counterbalance 
the syndicate of the flower growers, to form 
a union among the manufacturers for their 
mutual protection, and to eliminate competi- 
tion between the different firms; but owing to 
the absence of unanimity among the manufac- 
turers, due to old and personal rivalries be- 
tween the different firms, it was impossible to 
realize the hopes entertained at its founda- 
tion The Syndicat des Parfumeurs has for 
these reasons remained a purely debating gso- 
ciety, and the resolutions voted are not even 
binding upon the members. 

Regarding the price quotations on va- 
rious perfumes and oils, Mr. Hunter in 
his report says: 


An important change has taken place in the 
prices of the essential oils geranium d’ Afrique 
(oll of rose geranium) and of boils de rose 








femelle (linaloe oil). The large increase in 
the price of geranium d'Afrique is due neither 
to the syndicate of flower growers nor to the 
manufacturers, but to other causes, the prin- 
cipal one of which is that about two years 
ago this essential oil was quoted at 22 francs 
per kilo ($1.93 per pound) and even lower. 
At these prices it was not remunerative to 
grow the geranium for the manufacture of 
perfumery, and many of the large producers 
preferred to use the soil for more profitable 
culture. There being no.unanimity among 
either cultivators or manufacturers to curtail 
production or to fix a minimum price, those 
manufacturers who tried to maintain prices 
lost heavily. 

Another reason for the advanced price of 
geranium d'Afrique was the small crop from 
Africa, and especially from Ile Bourbon (Re- 
union), and of large contracts for delivery of 
the oil during this and the beginning of next 
year. Buyers not having the necessary quan- 
tity of geranium on hand are obliged to cover 
their needs at figures far above those stipu- 
lated in their contracts. At present it is 
difficult to procure geranium at 40 francs per 
kilo ($3.50 per pound); 45 to 50 francs per 
kilo ($3.94 to $4.38 per pound) are being asked, 
but there are no purchasers at these ad- 
vanced prices. 

The decline in price of essential oil of bois 
de rose femelle (linaloe oil), which has fallen 
from about 35 franes to 22 francs per kilo 
(from $3.06 to $1.92 per pound), is caused prin- 
cipally by overproduction, but it is not likely 
that these low quotations will be long main- 
tained, 

The crop of violets has been especially good 
this year, and they are offered by nonasso- 
ciated growers at 3.5 and 4 frances per kilo 
(81 and cents per pound). These are the 
lowest prices in years; still it is not likely that 
there will be any decided fall in the price of 
essential oil of violets, as the manufacturers 
are bound by contracts to the flower growers 
and are paying 5 frances, 5.5 francs and even 
higher per kilo (44 and 48 cents per pound), 
and have agreed to sell to their customers on 
certain dates the essential oil to be produced 
this year. The value of the concrete of vio- 
lets, about 1,800 franes a _ kilo ($157.58 per 
pound), makes it jmpossible for a but very 
substantial firms to keep a large stock of es- 
sential oil of violets on hand, and the loss of 
interest would counterbalance in large part the 
present low price of violets,

For Bill of Lading Protection. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 17, 1912. 

An effort is being made to bring about 
an agreement between the Senate and 
House Committees on Interstate Com- 
merce on the various proposed measures 
to protect bills of lading employed in the 
interstate Commerce of the country. 

The Interstate Commerce Committee of 
the Senate has ordered a favorable re- 
port upon Senate bill 957, which confines 
the legislation on this subject practically 
to enforcing the liability of carriers for 
bills of lading issued by them under 
stated circumstances. Sections 2 and 3 of 
this measure embody substantially the 
chief features of the proposed law, as 
follows:— 

Sec. 2. That every carrier which by itself 
or its agent or servant, authorized to issue 
bills of lading, shall issue a bill of lading be- 
fore the property described therein shall have 
been actually received and at the time under 
the actual control of such carrier to be trans- 
ported, or who shall issue a second or dupli- 
eate bill of lading for the same property, in 
whole or in part, for which a former bill of 
lading has been issued and remains outstand- 
ing and uneanceled, without prominently 
marking across the face of the same the word 
‘‘duplicate,’’ shall be estopped as against the 
consignee, and every other person who shall 
acquire, by written assignment, transfer or 
indorsement thereon, any such bill of lading 
in good faith and for value, to deny receipt of 
the property as described therein, or to assert 
that a former bill of lading has been issued 
and remains outstanding and _ uncanceled 
against the same property, as the case may 
be; provided, that where a bill of lading is 
issued for property billed ‘‘shipper’s load and 
count,”’ indicating that the goods were loaded 
by the shipper and the description of them 
made by him, if the goods were so loaded 
voluntarily by the shipper only and the de- 
scription made by the shipper only and the 
carrier or its agent had no knowledge of such 
count or description, this act shall not apply. 

Sec. 3. That any carrier who shall deliver 
the property described in a bill of lading, 
drawn to a consignee or order, without re- 
quiring surrender and making cancellation of 
such bill, or in case of partial delivery, in- 
dorsing thereon a statement of the property 
delivered, shall be estopped as against all and 
every person or persons who have acquired or 
who hereafter shall acquire, in good faith and 
for value, any such bill of lading, from as- 
serting that the property described therein has 
been delivered, or partially delivered; and such 
earrier shall be liable to every such person 
for the damages which he may have sustained 
because of reliance upon such Dill. 

The fourth and fifth sections of the 
bill provide that the carrier shall not be 
liable where the property is replevined, 
or removed from the possession of the 
carrier by other legal process, or has been 
lawfully sold to satisfy the carrier's lien, 
or in case of sale or disposition of perish- 
able, hazardous or unclaimed goods, in 
accordance with law or the terms of the 
bill of lading. Also that any alteration of 
a bill of lading after its issue and with- 
out authority from the carrier issuing 
the same, either in writing or note on the 
bill of lading, shall be void, but such bill 
of lading shall be enforceable to its orig- 
inal tenor. The Senate Committee in re- 
porting on this bill says, among other 
things:— 

For several years complaints have been nu- 
merous, and growing more so, based upon the 
fact that the agents of railroad companies 
would issue bills of lading when the company 
had not, in fact, received the goods. These 
bills of lading, attached to drafts, would 
ofttimes be used as a basis for credit, and 
their use in this manner forms a very large 
factor in our commercial transactions. In 
fact, some of the greater products could hardly 
be handled without the use of the bill of 
lading. The Supreme Court of the United 
States in Friedlander vs. Texas and Pacific 
Railroad (130 U. 8S., 416) held that the carrier 
was not liable for the act of the agent in 
issuing the bill of lading where the carrier 
had not, in fact, received the goods. 


It is further stated by the committee in 
the report that the division of opinion in 
the committee regarding two bills pend- 
ing before the committee resulted in a 
decision to report favorably the measure 
which establishes a rule of evidence 
making the carrier liable for the recitals 
in the bill when issued by an agent au- 
thorized to issue such bill of lading. 

The House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce is considering a meas- 
ure of like character relating to bills of 











lading issued in interstate- commerce, and 
the understanding is that the House Com- 
mittee is favorable to a measure practi- 
cally along the lines of that reported fa- 
vorably by the Senate Committee.

Domestic and Foreign Graphite. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 17, 1912. 


In connection with a review of the 
graphite industry of the United States, 
as made by Edson 58. 3astin for the 
United States Geological Survey, there is 
found a summary of the Ceylon and 
Kworean graphite, as compiled from a va- 
riety of sources, as follows:— 


The natural graphite mined and _ concen- 
trated in the United States is variable in 
amount, principally because the process of 
milling flake graphite, the most abundant type 
of domestic material, is still in an experi- 
mental stage. Because of this unreliability of 
the domestic supply most of the large con- 
sumers of graphite prefer to depend for their 
supply on imported material. 

In 1911 the quantity of graphite imported 
into the United States for consumption was 
20,702 short tons, valued at $1,496,729. In 
contrast to this the total domestic production 
was 3,618 short tons of natural graphite, 
valued at $288,465, and 5,072 short tons of 
manufactured graphite, valued at $664,000. 

The great bulk of the graphite imported into 
the United States comes from the island of 
Ceylon, and the United States has for many 
years been the principal market for this Cey- 
lon product, Considerable amounts of graphite 
are also imported into the United States from 
Mexico, and within the last few years graphite 
from Chosen (Korea) has entered the market. 

Information concerning the Ceylon graphite 
deposits has been widely scattered through ob- 
secure publications, but is now made available 
to American readers in the form of a sum- 
mary of existing knowledge of these deposits, 
appearing in a report of the Survey—‘‘Produc- 
tion of Graphite in 1911,’ by Edson §8. Bastin. 
This report contains also a description of the 
Korean deposits, general information in re- 
gard to the character, origin and uses of 
graphite, and statistics of domestic and for- 
eign production and importations, 

There are three general classes of graphite— 
natural crystalline or flake graphite, natural 
amorphous graphite and manufactured graph- 
ite, which is of the amorphous type. Graphite 
is a mineral of great and increasing industrial 
importance and is applied to many _ uses, 
though the graphite from any one source or 
mine is never adapted to all these uses, 

One of the oldest and most important appli- 
eations of graphite is in the manufacture of 
crucibles for use in the steel, brass and bronze 
and other industries. Such crucibles must 
have good tensile strength, and for their man- 
ufacture a fibrous or flaky graphite is used, 
the interlocking of the fibers adding to the 
strength. Ground Ceylon lump graphite is the 
material most in favor in the United States 
for making crucibles, although small amounts 
of American flake graphite are also used 
Amorphous graphite has never been success 
fully utilized in crucible manufacture, except 
for very small crucibles. 

The difference in the grades of graphite is 
shown by the values placed in the production 
of different countries, In 1909 Italy was the 
largest producer of graphite, with 44,875 tons, 
valued at $320,289. The United States pro- 
duced only 8,243 tons, but this was valued at 
$545,509. Ceylon, however, beats the world in 
the value of graphite production. This little 
island produced 36,056 tons, and it was valued 
at $3,237,751. Of this the United States im- 
ported more than one-third.

Turkish Oil Seed Trade. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 17, 1912. 
A review of the trade in a great variety 
of vil seeds, including hemp, rape and 
castor seeds, in ‘Turkey, with an account 
of the prevailing prices, is sent to the 
Bureau of Manufactures by Consul-Gen- 
eral Ravndal, at Constantinople, as fol- 
lows:— 


Between the towns of Urfa and Severek, in 
the central part of Asia Minor, there are rich 
plains covered with hemp, which yield con- 
siderable crops every year. A small amount 
of hemp is raised near Jaffa, and the fiber is 
used by the natives for simple rope making. 
In the vicinity of Damascus the common va- 
riety of hempseed is grown. None is sent out 
of the country or crushed for oil extraction, 
and the only use to which it is put is as food 
for birds—birdseed. A few kilos of hempseed 
oil or cake is imported into this country by a 
few retail druggists, who dispense it for sun- 
dry pharmaceutical purposes. 

In the vicinity of Orfa, Beridjik, Zor and 
the Amouk plains, near Antioch, a certain 
amount of hemp is cultivated. There are no 
statistics as to the amount produced. Very 
little oil is extracted—no cakes are made—the 
seed being roasted, salted and eaten by the 
natives. The retail price is equivalent to 2.1 
cents per pound, The hemp is used entirely 
for rope making locally and for mixing ce- 
ment used for roofing. 

About 5,000 to 6,000 sacks are exported an- 
nually from Smyrna, principally to Australia, 
Germany and the United States. There is 
only one variety of this seed, For sales 
abroad samples are submitted merely for the 
purpose of ascertaining the percentage of ex- 
tranegous matter contained. Hempseed is 
chiefly used in foreign countries for oil ex- 
tracting and for feeding birds. The present 
(Mareh 30) local prices for hempseed are 15.75 
to 18.50 piasters (69 to 81 cents) per lilo (1.1 
bushels) of 15 okes (42 pounds), according to 
the quantity of extraneous matter contained. 
The oil of this article is not imported into 
Smyrna, 

A certain amount of hempseed imported from 
Erzerum is exported from ‘Trebizond. The 
amount varies from 500 to 2,000 bags a year, 
and it is sold at about 2 piasters (9 cents) per 
oke (2.82 pounds). 

The exportation of hempseed from the dis- 
trict of Samsun amounts to 2,000 to 3,000 
sacks a year, most of which is sent to Aus- 
tria-Hungary, a small quantity going to Amer- 
ica. The best-known qualities are those of 
Fatza, Haji-Keuy, Urmiah and Tscharshamba. 
The hempseeqd value varies always according 
to the quality and demand. Its current price 
fluctuates between 60 paras (1% cents) and 70 
paras (1% cents) per oke (2.82 pounds). 

Throughout the interior rope is made with 
hemp. Thig-article is exported in small ship- 
ments té rieste and Hamburg. The loose 
manner of packing operates against large 
orders being received. The exportation of ca- 
nary seed and linseed is considerable, amount- 
ing to over $1,000,000 each year, and hemp- 
seed could likewise be developed into an im- 
portant part of Turkish trade, and is only 
waiting some kind of organization. 

Rapeseed is planted in the Samsun district 
in small quantities, and is mostly consumed 
locally. ‘There is no exportation of any kind. 

In the district of Mersina a few castor beans 
are picked up from wild plants; no market- 
able quantities are secured,

Unfavorable weather has continued to 
exert a restraining influence on trade, 
although jobbers report a better run 
of small inquiries. Additional large 
lots are not prompting unusual inter- 
est except where dealers are short of 
eontracts, and there is an apparent de- 
sire to limit operations to actual or 
nearby wants. Withdrawals on oOut- 
standing contracts are reported fair 
and the movement is sufficient to keep 
production well absorbed. Foreign im- 
portations are still restricted and im- 
porters have made little headway in 
catching up with specifications, Limit- 
ed arrivais of ‘bleach caused a tem- 
porary stringency in that market and 
dealers forced prices to the highest 
point of the year before satisfying re- 
quirements. Oxalic acid has advanced 
further, owing to limited offerings and 
opinions are firm regarding the future 
course of prices. White arsenic has es- 
tablished a new high price record for 
the year, owing to limited local sup- 
plies and trading has been confined to 
comparatively few transactions. Car- 
bon tetrachloride is higher on _ spot, 
with holdings scattered and dealers re- 
fusing to consider offers under 12c, per 
pound. Nitrate of lead is obtainable 
at a slight concession on spot and de- 
mand is exceedingly light. The ad- 
vaneing tendency of copper metal has 
contributed further strength to chemi- 
cal derivatives. The chlorates are meet- 
ing with improved inquiry and prices 
are firmly sustained. Refined  salt- 
peter has been advanced 4c. in sym- 
pathy with the enhanced cost of raw 
materials. Crude saltpeter is unchang- 
ed. 3elow is a detailed market report 
of the principal items of chemical in- 
terest, also a summary of the Liver- 
pool, London, Antwerp and Philadel- 
phia chemical markets. 

Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—A, well 
distributed inquiry continues to prevail 
for small additional lots and a fair ag- 
eregate of sales is noted, both for home 
and export accounts. There is no re- 
laxation reported in the demand for 
contract shipments and the combined 
movement is said» to embrace the usual 
proportion incident to this period of 
the year. Dealers quote on the basis 
of 1c. for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs f. 0. b. 
works and an advance of .20c. all 
«round for goods delivered in this sec- 
tien, less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The scarc- 
ity of spot offerings has been pro- 
nounced during the interval and the 
cesire of dealers to cover contracts 
forced prices as high as lc. When 
the urgent demand was satisfied, the 
market reacted to 1.25¢c., and some 
business was placed at that price. The 
tone at the close was decidedly firm, 
with holdings limited and well under 
control. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Shipments against 
old contracts have constituted most of 
the week’s movement, but there is no 
material improvement noted in the in- 
auiry for additional quantities.

Interstate Commerce Railway Rates. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May li, 1912. 
An order has been issued by the Inter- 


state Commerce Commission in the matter 


of the application of numerous railroads 
in the Southwest for relief from the pro- 
visions of section 4 of the act to regulate 
interstate commerce, and authority to es- 
tablish rates on oil, creosote, in barrels, 
carload minimum 50,000 pounds, in tank 
cars, Minimum weight capacity of tank, 
and on cement, coal tar paving, carload 
minimum weight 30,000 pounds, from 
North Birmingham, Ala. (via Alabama 
Great Southern Railroad or Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad or Southern Railway 
and St. Louis and San Francisco Rail- 
road), and from Birmingham and Ensley, 
Ala., to Mobile, Ala., the same as con- 
currently in effect via shorter routes, 
without observing the provisions of the 
fourth section, 

After due consideration of the subject 
the commission issues an order to the fol- 
lowing efftect:— 


The commission states that the applica- 
tion is based upon the desire of the pe- 
iitioner roads to establish via their longer 
routes rates the same as are concurrently 
in effect via other routes, which are notin 
iccord With the provisions of the fourth 
section, but are protected by application 
filed on or before February 17, 1911, that 
have not been passed upon. 

Pending the action of the commission up- 
on any of the applications for relief from 
the fourth section that were filed by the 
carriers or their agents on or before Feb- 
ruary 17, 1911, respecting rates on the above 
named commodities from Birmingham, North 
Birmingham and Kpsley, Ala., to Mobile, 
Ala., via the SoutYern Railway, and the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, the pe- 
titioners herein be, and they are hereby au- 
thorized to establish rates on said commodi- 
ties from said points of origin to Mobile, 
Ala., the same as rates concurrently in 
effect via the Southern Railway and the 
Louisville and Nashville Ralroad. 

The commission does not hereby approve 
any rates that may be filed under this au- 
thority, all such rates being subject to com- 
plaint, investigation, and, correction if in 
conflict with any other provision of the act, 
and also orders that when the commission 
passes upon any application for relief from 
the provisions cf the fourth section with 
respect to the rates, referred to herein, the 
order issued with relation thereto will auto- 
matically cancel the authority herein grant- 
ed as to the rates covered and affected by 
such order.

: will come, but which has 
not yet put in an appearance, The weather 
remains distinctly unfavorable for a large 
movement of goods, being too cool and too wet 
to encourage extensive purchases of mixed 
xo0ods. So far there is a decided deficiency in 
the volume of business, although the expecta- 
tion has not vet been abandoned that it may 
be made up later on. All of the factories seem 
to have an adequate supply of raw material, if 
potash be excepted, in which article some’ of 
the manufacturers have too much of one grade 
and perhaps not enough of another. This is 
resulting in various sales which are hardly 
more than exchanges, but there is no pro- 
nounced buoyancy to be noted 

FISH SCRAP.—As with respect to all,»other 
animal ammoniates, fish scrap does not com- 
mand a very ready market, and prospective 
buyers are holding off because they have no 
urgent or immediate need for additional sup- 
plies and also for the reason that the prices 
adhered to by first holders of scrap are much 
above the current quotations on other animal 
ammoniates, Some sales of herring serap 
have been made during the past week on the 
basis of $2.40 and 10, delivered in Baltimore 
for prompt, but none of the sellers are willing 


to consider orders at this basis for future 
shipment Nevertheless some buyers main- 
tain that they have had offers at’ this price

TANKAGE Locally there is little or no de- 
mand for tankage, the stocks in the hands of 
the factories being about adequate for present 
needs. Reports from the West, however in- 
dicate that activity for prompt "and 
nearby delivery has developed, and under the 
Stimulus of this demand the producers have 
marked up their quotations somewhat. Thus 
11 and 15 high-grade ground tankage is held 
at $2.70 and 10, c. a. f. basis Baltimore, as

BLOOD.—The slight improvement that has 
been manifested with respect to tankage also

in the demand. 

GROUND CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.—A 
material that has not shared in the upward

c. a. f. basis altimore, with the calls for 
stocks very much restric and with no devel 
opments of note in the ide. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The movement in acid 
phosphate is extremely light, while stocks 
appear to be ample for all requirements. As 
a result the quotations on this material are 











hardly more than nominal, affording an ap 
proximate index of values.

per cent, material. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Among the 
items on the list of raw fertilizer materials 
nitrate of soda is very near the top. Supplies

At the prevailing 
price it is beyond the reach of local buyers of 
fertilizer ‘ingredients, which, however, does not 
appear to affect the situation, sulphate of am 
monia evidently going elsewhere and being in 
demand at the prevailing values. 

POTASH.—The quotations on potash remain 
unchanged, the German Kali Works adhering 
to the price list sent out some months ago anid 
the trade showing no important modifications 
except that much incoftvenience has resulted to 
the trade on account of the stevedores’ strike 
here. So far the strike has not affected the 
fertilizer factories in the matter of cost, the 
delivereies now made being on contracts closed 
long before the strike began, At the expira- 
tion of the present contracts the expense of 
handling may be increased, if the stevedores 
win their fight.

nition of the union, though they were en- 
tirely prepared to treat with individuals. 
This is the crux of the situation. The 
stevedores, feeling that they had to or- 
ganize the union in order that their de- 
mands might acquire the force necessary 
to secure for them a hearing, take the 
view that recognition of the union is fully 
as important as an increase in wages, 
and have interposed all manner of difficul- 
ties in the way of the employment of 
strikebreakers, even to offering serious 
vioience, One or two persons have been 
killed, and a number of others have sus- 
tained injuries in collisions between 
strikebreakers and strikers, or between 
the strikers and the police, and various 
arrests have been made. 

Tie fertilizer interests feel that they 
are innocent sufferers by the refusal of 
the stevedores and the steamship or steve 
doring companies to get together.

Local selling agents report a quiet 
week for the most part in the market 
for dyestuffs. A routine market 
characterized by jobbing demand and 
deliveries on contract orders features 
trading in several of the most impor- 
tant articles of this market. Gambier 
has had a steadily good call this sea- 
son from the silk trade and with tan- 
ners taking good quantities, this ar- 
ticle shows a decided gain over last 
year’s market. Prussiates are very 
firmly held at present in the face of 
zood demand and comparative scar- 
city of stocks. Sumac, while it has 
reached the market better of late, has 
been in good demand and reports that 
Shipments have been held up have 
further strengthened the market. 
Starch and dextrines are in slow de- 
mand, but have suffered no further 
advances in price. The Journal of the 
Chamber of Commerce, of Smyrna, 
Turkey, in referring to Asia Minor crops 
states that the yield of the 1911 valonia 
crop, which is almost completely gath- 
ered, is estimated at 900,000 quintals, 
as against a normal crop of more than 
1,000,000 quintals (presumably the me- 
tric quintal of 220.46 pounds). The 
quality is, on the whole, inferior. De- 


tailed comment on the market fol- 
lows:— 

ALBUMEN.—The market for albu- 
men has developed no new features 


during the week. There is a fair call 
for various selections of egg albumen 
and stocks have been withdrawn from 
the bonded warehouse to fill orders. 
The tanning trade is drawing mode- 
rately on stocks of blood albumen. 
Prices are unchanged and are quoted 
at 22@32c. for blood albumen and 42@ 
65ce. for egg albumen. 


ANILINE OTL AND SAQLT.—Aniline 
salt continues to sell steadily, and 
stocks are reaching the local market 
regularly. Aniline oil is slow and the 
market for bath salt and oil shows no 
new feature. The syndicate price is 
held in all sales and prices are 94@ 
9%e, for salt and 10%@11\c. for aniline 
oil. 

BICHROMATES.—New business in 
hichromates is reported as quite good, 
but is of a jobbing nature. Local deal- 
ers say there is a steady call for deliv- 
ery on old contracts. The market is 
firm for all first-hand offerings, and 
the old price continues at 5@5%%c. for 
bichromate of soda and 6%@7c. for bi- 
chromate of notash, these prices being 
f. o. b. works. 

CUTCH.—Shipments from Rangoon 
from January 1 to April 29 to all parts 
amounted to 1,550 tons, compared with 
3,100 tons for the corresponding period 
of 1911 and 1,200 tons in 1910. But 35 
tons were landed in London during the 
first four months of the year. A slow 
but steady market is reported locally, 
and prices are repeated at 5@6c. for 
baled goods, with a limited business 
in boxed cutch. 

DEXTRINE.—This market is begin- 
ning to assume a steady aspect as far 
as prices are concerned, as no change 
has been made in some weeks. Present 
prices are high, however. and trading 
is not very active. Foreign dextrines 
have been in fairly good request of late 
and arrivals of foreign goods have 
been heavier. Present sales are made 
on a basis of:—Dextrine, $3.30 in bags, 
$3.41 in barrels: special dark canary 
dextrine, $3.40 in bags, $3.51 in barrels; 
British gum, $3.55 in bags, $3.66 in bar. 
rels. These prices are per 100 pounds 
in carload quantities, freight prepaid to 
New York city. Smaller quantities are 
higher than the quoted figures. 

GAMBIER.—Sales of gambier have 
been made at 5%@5%c. Some dealers 
are reporting a firmer market, but de- 
mand is not large enough of itself to 
affect the market and prices are deter- 
mined more according as spot stocks 
are high or low. In the London mar- 
ket gambier is renorted as very quiet, 
with spot goods sold at 26s. 64. Futures 
are quoted at 24s. 74d. for May-June. 
The stocks landed during the four 
months were 171 tons, of which 95 tons 
were delivered. Advices from Penang 
and Singapore state that shipments of 
gambier during the first half of May 
were 25 tons to United States, 125 tons 
to Great Britain and 425 tons to Contt- 
navé 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—The 
photograph trade has been a good con- 
sumer of hynosulphite of soda, and 
with moderate demand from _ other 
industries the aggregate of business is 
seasonable and the market is firm at 
$1.30@1.50 per 100 pounds in barrels and 
$1.40@1.40 per 100 pounds in kegs. 

INDIGO.—There has been some trad- 
ing in natural indigo and local sellers 
report a better demand, although im- 
provement is small yet gradual. Syn- 
thetic grades are in moderate demand. 
In London the market for indigo re- 
mains quiet but steady, 1,505 chests 
having been landed from January 1 





to April 30, against 936 chests in the 
same period of 1911. 

MYRABOLANES.—Pockets of myra- 
bolanes are becoming more frequent 
on the lists of inward manifests and 
spot supplies are better accordingly. 
This gives an easier tone to the mar- 
ket and is causing a better demand to 
come from the tanning trade. Prices 
range from $23 to $28, with several sales 
reported at intermediate figures. In 
Calcutta it is said that myrabolanes 
continue in fair demand for Europe, 
and although supplies are rather free, 
prices are fully maintained. Quotations 
continue Rs. 1.10@Rs. 2.8 per B maund, 
weight, loose, according to quality for 
prompt and near-forward deliveries. 
The latter price is asked for Australian 
Bhimries or small yellow nuts of uni- 
form size. Unsold stocks are, however, 
rather moderate in the market. 

PRUSSIATES.—A very firm feeling 
is noted in the market for prussiates 
and stocks are reported as low. Domes- 
tic manufacturers have sold their out- 
put ahead in many cases and foreign 
arrivals are not heavy enough to re- 
lieve the market.

In London a 
quiet market rules. Good Madras fin- 
ger is quoted at 26s. and Bengal at 27s.
